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Moderate-Income 
Housing Need Is 
Called Doubtful 


Representatives of 10 Northwest sub- 


urbs expressed doubt Wednesday night 
over too need for a voluntary low and 
moderate-Income housing plan for Chi- 
cago's suburbs. 


The meeting was called by Mount 


Prospect Mayor Robert Tclchcrt, mem- 
ber of a 12-mayor steering committee 
that hopes to have a detailed housing 
plan for some 250 Chicago suburbs In two 
years. The committee was formed more 
than a year ago under the auspices of the 
Housing Coalition of the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities, a private agency* 


"No one was really positive or nega- 


tive," Tclchcrt said. "I think many may- 
ors wondered if there is a real need to 
expend this much energy on the issue, or 
if we should bo Involved at all. But they 
all indicated they would not refuse to 
meet and talk again." 


Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Pal- 


atine, Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Hoffman Estates, Hanover Park, 
Strcamwood, Park Ridge and Inverness 
were represented at the meeting, mostly 
by mayors. Eighteen communities had 
been Invited. The meeting lasted much 
longer than expected, and as a result 
Northwest Municipal League Conference 
that was to follow had to be canceled. 


TEIC1IERT AND Jack Pnhl, a com- 


missioner of the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission (NIPC) who origi- 
nated the Idea for the housing program, 
presented possible guidelines that might 
be considered for formulating a plan. 
The guidelines included population, as- 
sessed valuation, amount of substandard 
housing in a community and job avail- 
ability. 


"These were just guidelines used to in- 


itiate debate," said Tiechert He admit- 
ted the mayors found fault with most of 
them. 


Tclchert stressed that no conclusions 


were reached. "The mayors expressed 
both pros and cons on the housing Issue 
and they didn't even agree on the pros 
and cons," he said. "I think the mayors 
were concerned about properly repre- 
senting the temperament of their com- 
munities." 


Several of those at the meeting in- 


dicated they found it "a good vehicle for 
discussion," but reiterated that nothing 
was resolved. 


"I THINK THE consensus of the 


people there was they are afraid it is a 
matter of zoning — that low-income 
housing will mean a change in zoning," 
said Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland 
Meyer. 


Palatine Mayor Jack Moody said of the 


Issue: "I guess it's a question of where it 
goes. "I would discourage it here (Pala- 
tine) because I don't think we need It." 


Charles Zettek, Elk Grove Village 


president, said ho appreciated the "op- 
portunity to sit down with other may- 
ors and discuss low and moderate in- 
come housing. I think the best way to 
approach low income housing is on the 
area basis." 


Telchert said he win send mayors all 


Information on the housing issue gath- 
ered by the steering committee during a 
year of planning. He said he will urge 
officials to .turn It over to their housing 
commissions and establish such com- 
misions if they don't have them now. He 
said he plans to meet with the group 
again after the other subregional meet- 
ings are held by other members of the 
steering committee. 


The steering committee represents 


Cook, Kane, DuPage, Lake, Will and 
McHcnry counties. The idea behind the 
housing program Is for suburbs to work 
out a voluntary housing program before 
it is forced upon them by the courts.

Officials Hit Ogilvie's 
Plan To Freeze Levies 


Trustees .from the Hoffman Estates 


Fire Protection District joined other lo- 
cal officials Wednesday In'voicing con- 
cern about a proposal by Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie to freeze tax levies throughout 
the stato. 


The trustees and district attorney 


Francis Kelly described the proposal, 
which will be considered at a special ses- 
sion of the Illinois General Assembly 
next month, as "disastrous to the future 
of the fire district." 


Kelly reviewed the governor's proposal 


with the trustees. It calls for a freeze on 
the tax levy, the actual dollar amount 
appropriated by the district, Kelly said. 
He explained that this would actually re- 
duce the tax rate of the district in future 
yean at more property within the dis- 
trict is developed. 


"This would seriously hamper our abil- 


ity to continue to expand service in step 
with an expanding area," Kelly remark- 
ed. 


DISTRICT PRES. Mark Dick said such 


a freeze could have a serious effect on 
any taxing body in a growing area. 


Dick suggested the board might work 


to get fire-districts exempted from any 
proposed legislation because of the emer- 
gency nature of the work involved. 


The board approved a request to have 


Trustee Charles Knapp write to area 
state legislators outlining the district's 
opinion of the proposal and requesting 
notification of hearing dates for the pro- 
posed legislation. 


The board probably will consider send- 


ing representatives to Springfield to tes- 
tify against the proposal at the appro- 
priate time. 


$5 Million Project Slated For Mid-November Opening 
Sheraton Inn Coming To Schaumburg

The stepped-up construction pace at 


Schaumburg's first large-scale lodgtog- 
and convention facility offers a sharp 
contrast to the planned "returned-to-na- 
ture" appeal it will feature upon com- 
pletion. 


The Sheraton-Walden Inn will offer a 


respite for the business executive as 
well as area residents setting an escape 
weekend, according to general manager 
Lyle Schapler. He sees the peaceful at- 
mosphere, nearby lakes and walkways 
and the separation from traffic areas as 
drawing cards. 


The target opening date is mid-Novem- 


ber. Meanwhile, construction crews are 
busy putting the vinyl sheeting'on Interi- 
or walls and doing other finishing work. 


Although business meeting and con- 


ventions are expected to account for 90 
per cent of the hotel's trade, Schapler 
sees the peaceful Walden theme, coupled 
with a seafood restaurant, as an attrac- 
tion for local residents. "I don't think 
we're taking a chance in offering a sea- 
food menu," said Schapler of the Con- 
•tented Sole Restaurant. "We're offering 
something different from the usual steak 
and lobster theme." 


SPECIALITIES. OF the'house will in- 


dude a royal silver pompano dish and 
an Alaskan crabmeat gourmet dinner. 
, An' oyster stew served from an1 iron 
kettle' will be featured on the luncheon 
menu. 


The restaurant will offer seating for 


200 persons. Live entertainment will be 
featured at the Solemates an adjoining 
cocktail lounge. The Contented-Sole will 


open one month after the hotel. 


Northwest Suburban industrial parks 


will provide the greatest source of clien- 
tele for the new Sheraton-Walden Inn, 
predicts Schapler. The proximity to 
O'Hare Airport and other transportation 
, systems will be Important for the one- 
day business meetings. 


Shuttle service to the airport will be 


offered. Bus service to Woodfield or oth- 
er area attractions will be added as 
needed, Schapler said. 


Sheraton's trademark of quality ser- 


vice will be featured, according to Scha- 
pler. Amenities include' a swimming 
pool, nearby Unity Lake, color television 
and Oversized beds. Some rooms will 
feature king-size water beds, he added. 


Several suites are Included in the hotel. 


Schapler anticipates area corporations 


will occupy several suites. 


THE HOTEL includes 203 rooms. Con- 


vention and meeting rooms will accom- 
modate 425 persons and the banquet fa- 
cilities will serve 360. Cooperative ar- 
rangements with other area hotel facil- 
ities may be arranged as needed, Scha- 
pler said. 


The Walden Investment Corp. Is the 


developer. Management of the Sheraton- 
Walden Inn is by Metro America Corp. of 
Chicago. The $5 million project was de-

Women, Mrs Rumsfeld tells of her experiences in 


GOP Women Compete With Apathy

Wheeling Township Republican women 


paid tribute to women to politics Wednes- 
day and put to a plug for the President 
along the way. But the effort seemed to 
meet up with the old nonpartiaan enemy, 
apathy. 


Republican women candidates and can- 


didates' wives appeared at a morning 
coffee, visited Harper College, and wrap- 
ped up the day with a reception at Old 
Orchard Country Club. 


Local candidates included Virginia 


Macdonald, who is running for state leg- 
islature from the Third District; Joan 
Anderson, candidate for 
Metropolitan 


Sanitary District; Lucy Reum, candidate 
for recorder of deeds; and Mrs. George 
Ltodberg, wife of the Republican candi- 
date for state comptroller. 
' They were joined to the afternoon by 
special guests from Washington, Mrs. 
Charles Percy, wife of Sen. Percy; Mrs. 
Earl Butz, wife of the secretary of agri- 
culture; Mrs. Donald Rumsfeld, whose 
husband, beads the President's Cost of 
Living Council; and Helen Bentiey, 
chairman of the Federal Maritime Com- 
mission. . ' 


The latter three women have been 


"whistle-stopping" to Illinois for Presi- 
dent Nixon, as part of a group of admin- 
istration wives who have been sent by 
the White House to campaign to 70 cities. 


AT HARPER the candidates circulated 


among the students to the snack bar* 
lounge area, passing out campaign liter- 
ature. Mrs. Macdonald said she got more 
questions on abortion than anything else, 
and that "every guy I asked said there's 
'no way' he would support (legalized) 
abortion." She said the, girls seemed 
more quiet on the subject, but that they 
favored equal rights for women. 


"Tho students aro all very friendly, 


courteous and informed," Mrs. Macdon- 
ald said. 


Mrs. Llndbcrg agreed that the students 


seemed interested, but added that 
"they're busy studying." 


The students, for the most part, 


seemed to pay little attention to the can- 
didates until the women came up to 
them. One student, Nancy Mortensen of 
' Des Plaines, commented that "it's good 
to meet them, but I can't vote." She said 
if she could vote, she would be for Nixon. 


A companion, Karen Korba of Rolling 


Meadows, however, said she was "not in- 
terested" to the candidates and did not 
intend to vote. 


KEN MENKEN of Chenoa, 111., agreed 


with his companion, Lee Kledzik, that 
the visit by the candidates was "Informa- 
tive," and added that "everyone was en- 
thused when (Dan) Walker (gubernato- 
rial candidate) came." 
' However, enthusiasm was not exactly 
rampant, and much of the campaign lit- 
erature ended up on the floor. 


At Old Orchard Country Club the re- 


ception was a little wanner as some 100 
Republican organization members and 
workers gathered to meet the candi- 
dates. According to Mary Carlson, Re- 
publican committeewoman, 500 In- 
vitations had been sent, and an open in- 
vitation appeared to the newspaper. 


Many of the women present wore sev- 


eral Republican campaign buttons, (one 
woman remarked that "I still have my 
Ike earrings") but applause was polite 
and limited to the conclusion of each 
speech. During the question and answer 
period, which got off to a slow start; one 
woman asked how the 
Republicans 


"could justify the bombing of innocent 
civilians to Vietnam." 


Mrs. Bentiey, responding to a voice of 


controlled anger, said that "in any war 
there are going to be some innocent 
people killed," but she charged that the 
Vlot Cong have always been the first to 
bomb, and that the Nixon Administration 
has only taken retaliatory actions. She 
also blamed the press for printing ac- 
counts of U.S. bombings of civilians and 
"not when the Communists kill." 


IN HER earlier remarks, Mrs. Bentiey 


praised President Nixon for making 
"real progress" to getting women Into 
policy-making positions to government. 


She added that this year there are 61 
women running for Congress and four 
running for the U.S. Senate. 


Mrs. Bentiey noted to her speech that 


pools indicate "only 59 per cent of those 
committed to Nixon will vote, but 91. per 
cent of those backing McGovcrn will go 
to the polls." 


Asked what Nixon has done for the 


housewife, Mrs. Rumsfeld took the po- 
dium and cited the President's revenue 
sharing program, his "efforts toward 
peace, breaking the door into China," 
and his economic program. 


Another question centered on the drug 


problem, to which Mrs. Rumsfeld replied 
that the "national resistance" to the in- 
flux of drugs from overseas is "working 
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pretty Well," but the questioner counter- 
ed that the biggest problem in the sub- 
urbs stems from domestically-produced 
drugs sold both over-the-counter and by 
prescription and advertised heavily. 


Mrs. Bentiey replied that she thought 


"the drug companies will voluntarily cut 
back" their advertising after government 
requests. 


In discussion of local affairs, Mrs. An- 


derson, candidate for the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, talked about the $L2 
billion flood tunnel system that will "re- 
place our basements as water reser- 
voirs." She charged that the present. 
MSD government has "put off hard deci- 
sions" and that as a result, "correction 
will cost a great deal."

to an end, concerned citizens throughout 
the west and northwest suburbs have 
urged the EPA to study the use of chem- 
ical spray, calling It a health hazard and 
Ineffective. 


A can-In campaign to the EPA offices 


In Chicago was begun a few weeks ago 
and prompted the government agency to 
set up next week's meeting. At least 300 
persons are expected to testify before 
EPA attorneys and engineers. The meet- 
ing begins at 7:30 p.m. at the college 
center. 


According to Mrs. Roland Felleson of 


Deer Park near Harrington and former' 
resident of Arlington Heights, the EPA 
became more responsive to the citizens' 
demands as a result of the flood of com- 
plaints it received. 


"BEFORE THIS we were getting no- 


where," said Mrs. Felleson. "They have 
the Jurisdiction and this will be the first 


time ever they have Investigated a case 
of chemical spraying in Illinois.'!; 


Mrs. Felleson, a memberof the Ho- 


man Ecology Study Group, said she 
hopes the results of the EPA's In- 
vestigation will kad to action that will 
stop the spraying, hopefully .resulting 
from aa Injunction by the attorney gener- 
al's office In Springfield. 
, 


The study group, said Mrs. Felleson; Is 


a state registered non-profit organization 
with more than 600 families as members, 
"many of whom suffer sortous health 
problems directly and/or indirectly re- 
lated to the exposures of various chem- 
icals found In most food, water and air. 


"We are working locally and nationally 


toward the elimination of the In- 
discriminate use of pesticides and other 
related chemicals In the environment. 
We are striving to educate our members 
and the public of the hazards of chemical 
pollution and.

Mrs. Felleson said in a statement

all sweets for. diabetics although most 
doctors prefer that the carbohydrates be 
in lass concentrated form, namely in 
vegetables or natural fruits. The reason 
for this is to keep the sweets from being 
absorbed too quickly into the blood and 
causing a sharp rise In the level of the 
blood sugar. Recent recommendations 
from the diabetic society .have liberalized 
the amount of carbohydrates that diabet- 
ics can use while restricting the amount 
of fats, particularly saturated or animal 


fats in an effort to decrease the possible 
influence of the diet in diabetics on caus- 
ing the high incidence of.heart disease, 
that diabetics often have. 


Now the common table sugar that 


people use is really a double sugar and. 
when it is absorbed through the digestive 
tract, it Is split into two simple sugars, 
one of these is called glucose, the other 
Is readily converted to glucose which Is 
the form of sugar that the body uses for 
energy.

Uphill Climb Again For The Man Who Took On Crane-Twice

Ed Warman doesn't feel the Democrat- 


ic Party owes any obligations to him. 


Just because he represented his party 


In 1969 in one of the most heavily domi- 
nated Republican districts In the United 
States, the 13th, and was trounced by 
20,000 votes by U.S. Rep. PhiUp Crane, 
doesn't mean the party is indebted to 
him. 


And just because he took on Crane in a 


rematch a year later and was over- 
whelmed again, this time by 34,000 votes, 
doesn't mean he expects anything in re- 
turn from his party. 


But the former state representative 


from the 4th District, a three-termer be- 
fore be set out after Crane, does believe 
be should get the support of his party 
Nov. 7 as he seeks to be returned to his 
old seat in Springfield. 


One thing Warman did get from his 


two confrontations with Crane was na- 
tionwide recognition. The first race was ' 
held in a non-election year to fill the con- 
gressional seat vacated by Donald Rums- 
feld, now a member of the Nixon admin- 
istration In Washington. The candidates 
and their ideas were nagnified because 
they were the only ones in contention 
that year. The second campaign also re- 
ceived much attention. 


NOW WARMAN of Skokle, wants back 


into the Illinois Legislature. He has 
joined fellow Democrat and incumbent 


. Aaron Jaffe of Skokle and Republican 


State Representatives Robert Juckett of 
Park Ridge and Eugene Schlickman of 
Arlington Heights in the battle for three 
seats. As the race is constituted, one of 
the four wfll lose. 


"If we (Jaffe and Warman) run togeth- 


er we can both have a shot at being 
elected," 'said Warman of his prediction 
that two Democrats can win in the fourth 
district even though it has been redlst- 
rlcted to the apparent favor of the Re- 
publicans. 


"We have two strong candidates from 


the Democratic Party. Usually there is 
one good one and one bad. If we can both 


get approximately the same amount of 
votes we might be able to both make it. 
My entry in the race will help the ticket, 
anyway." 


Some say the selection of Warman to 


run in the 4th District was "dirty poli- 
tics." Ho was a last-minute replacement 
for Aaron Jrill, who dropped out of the 
running because of tho pressures of his 
private law practice. 


Warman has was handplcked by Maine 


Township commltteeman Nicholas Blase, 
his detractors charge, and rammed 
through the selection committee before 
other interested persons could apply for 
the job. Warman says there was little 
time to dicker over Brill's replacement 
because of a deadline for registering with 
the state. Following this activity, Warm- 
an was stripped of his title as deputy 
committeeman of Niles Township. Jaffe 
is committeeman. 


"The selection process was above- 


board," Warman said. "It wasn't the 
same as having a primary and winning. 
If the voters feel, therefore, that they 
want to vote against me because I didn't 
run In the primary that's their decision. 
But they'll also look at me as being a 
good candidate." 


INDEED, WARMAN presents respon- 


sible credentials to residents of the dis- 
trict. He served six years in the Legisla- 
ture from 1964 through 1970 and repre- 
sented the old 4th District, then com- 
prised of Maine and Niles townships. The 
new district this time around includes 
Maine and Niles and portions of Wheel- 
ing and Northfield townships. 


Warman, who lives outside the 4th Dis- 


trict's new boundaries (he said the law 
allows a victorious candidate up to 18 
months to move into the district to which 
he was elected), said the Legislature is 
an "exciting process," one that he en-, 
joyed when he served in Springfield and 
one to which he would like to return next 
year. He served on several committees, 
and said he was "one guy on (those) 
committees that wasn't going to let 
things go through just because somebody 
wanted to." 


Aaron Jaffe: 


Incumbent: 'My Party Doesn't Care About The Suburbs9

State Rep. Aaron Jaffo, D-Skokie, can- 


didate for reelection in the 4th District, 
is not your normal party-line candidate. 
He thinks his party has been unrespon- 
sive to people's needs, especially In the 
suburbs, and a hindrance in his own 
campaign. 


A Niles Township Democratic com- 


mlttecman, Jaffe said of his party, "The 
Democratic Party really doesn't care 
about the suburbs. The mayor of Chicago 
(Richard J. Daley) only think* of Chi- 
cago. And the Republicans are as bad." 


Jaffe sees the suburbs getting the short 


end of the stick hi such important areas 
as transportation and education. 


"Everybody in the Legislature takes 


the attitude that everyone in the suburbs 
Is worth 120 million. That attitude is ri- 
diculous," the freshman legislator said. 


He suggests that the suburban legisla- 


tors from both parties work together to 
work for the suburbs. 


"WHY CANT Motor Fuel Tax Funds 


be used for mass transportation? Instead 
they use the fund* in southern Illinois to 
build roads that go nowhere or that run 
parallel to each other," Jaffe said. "Sub- 
urbia again is being overlooked. Nothing 
is being done to build mass trans- 
portation in suburbia." 


He old be prefers the proposed six- 


county mass transportation plan but he 
Is not sure If it Is financially feasible. 
"It's better than each county doing it 
alone." 


On education, ho said, "I think It is 


tragic that we don't have a state board 
of education, with elected commission- 
ers." He said he feels that such a body 
would end the annual "game of the CTA 
vs. the Chicago Board of Education" to 
see who gets the'money. , 


"The state has not accepted Its respon- 


sibility in funding schools," Jaffe said. 
"The percentage actually Is falling from 
38 per cent to 36 per cent." 


Jaffe wants a look at the "total tax 


picture to make it equitable." 


"We should have 'larger franchise 


taxes for the large corporations. The big- 
ger corporations are getting away with 
murder in Illinois — even with the state 
Income tax. We may have to knock out 
some taxes and increase others." 


Jaffe himself voted this year for a bill 


that would have exempted food and 
medicine from the state sales tax. 


AS FOR POLITICS, Jaffe feels he Is 


the victim of some back-room tactics In 
which fellow state representative candi- 
date Aaron Brill dropped out of the race 
and was replaced by Edward Warman of 
Skokie, who is considered a much strong-: 
er candidate than Brill 


"I don't think it's possible to elect both 


myself and Warman because the area is 
very heavily Republican," Jaffe said. "I 
cannot see any Democratic powerhouse 
in the Northwest suburbs. This is not a 
Democratic year. 


"I'm not running against Ed Warman; 


I'm running for Aaron Jaffe." 


Jaffe said he has only had about two 


conversations with Warman since he en- 
tered the campaign, but he knows Warm- 
an "doesn't want to run as a team." 


Most observers of the political scene 


feel that It is highly unlikely that both 
Warman and Jaffe would be elected. 
There are only three seats available and 
the two Republican incumbents, Robert 
S. Juckett of Park Ridge and Eugene 
Schlickman of Arlington Heights, are fa- 
vored in this heavily Republican voting 
area. 
' DURING HIS FIRST TERM in the 
Legislature, Jaffe gained much publicity 
when be sponsored a bffl to lower the 
beer-drinking age to 18. He also has tak- 
en stands to end the Vietnam War, to 
liberalize abortion laws and to block aid 
to nonpubllc schools that he felt was un- 
constitutional. He also sponsored a 
couple of bills to aid mental patients, in- 
cluding one that would keep their boepl-, 
tal records confidential, except to author- 


Warman said he would continue to 


fight for the little guy, the small busi- 
nessman, the professional, the white col- 
lar worker as opposed to the union man 
or the big businessman, who, Warman 
said, have a lot of representation else- 
where in the Legislature. 


On issues, Warman forwarded these 


ideas: 


—Major needs in new district. 
"I always think of the guy who gets 


flooded out. Since they dropped the atom 
bomb something has happened to the at- 
mosphere. It hasn't been the same. It's 
hard -to be farslghted about this problem 
of flooding. We've just got to find money 
to correct it. I've always said local 
people should handle local problems but 
because of so many communities "in- 
volved we need a cooperative effort In- 
volving the state. The state has to come 
in with a crash program and spend extra 
money." 


—Mass transportation. "Anybody who 


hauls people should get subsidies. It's the 
responsibility of both local and state gov- 
ernments to help fund them. I'm in favor 
of a transportation district Trans- 
portation should be reasonable and so 
should the fares." Warman added that he 
"takes his hat off to the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. because they. are 
making money." 
.' 


—O'Hare Airport and related prob- 


lems. "Problems and solutions should 
come from the federal level. The Illinois 
Legislature and local municipalities can't 
set limits on the airport. Noise and pollu- 


tion control should come from the federal 
level, from Washington, the federal gov- 
ernment, the President. There should be 
more public pressure. Suburban people 
have a right to be heard. Reasonable 
men can come to reasonable solutions." 


—Illinois' income tax. "I voted against 


the original Income tax proposal It was 
haphazardly drawn up. I was the only 
Democrat in Cook County who balked at 
it. It should have had more things in it 
Big business gets a good shake, not the 
individual. I'd like to see adjustments in 
it" 


—Low and moderate-income housing. 


"Industry has: said they would like their 
help ( to live) closer by. If we'd spend 
more money in mass transportation area 
they won't need to. I don't know if there 
is a demand. There is a need in Chicago, 
there's no question about it But the time 
comes for everything. We've gone back- 
wards, unfortunately we've gone back- 
wards in terms of race relations. There 
is a fear of homeowners of who will live 
near them. I don't think people will open 
their arms in good will. 


"It's 
still a process of educating 


people. When the time comes I hope to 
be for it The ethnic situation came about 
by human nature. People wanted to live 
with their own kind. By color and ethnic 
background. But a unified effort and 
good will is not in the cards. We have to 
wait until people feel it and want it It's 
a slow process. Maybe one person, a 
black or a Jew will move in. Then people 
will say, 'Hey! they're not so bad'."

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Are Voters Telling Truth?

Although voton uy the 1972 election Is 


critical to the future of America, at the 
MOM time they believe President Nixon 
baa already won and, as a result, they 
are not aj concerned about the election 
aa they profess to be. 


Thta apparent dichotomy was estab- 


lished In a series of studies conducted 
recently by the Behavior Science Corp. 
(BASICO). Our lnvestl||atlng team of se- 
nior psychologists conducted an In-depth' 
analysis of a selected sample of voters 
throughout the country, a cross-section of 
our citizenry. The research Included per- 
sonal Interviews, intensive discussions 
with groups of voters, psychological 
questionnaires and projectlve testing. 


White survey result* 'indicated an un- 


usually high Intensity of feeling about the 
election, BASICO psychologists who con- 
ducted tho In-depth interviews came to a 
surprising and somewhat different con- 
clusion. 


AS PART OP THE interview tech- 


nique, each psychologist evaluated tho 
bellcvabUlty of the participants' state- 
ments. These evaluations ore based on 
an assessment of the underlying emotion- 
al commitment of the individual. Do the 
beliefs really agree with tho words? In 
this case, our psychologists say no. 


The strong indication was that most 


voters do not feel as concerned about the 
election as they say they do. Voters of 
both parties believe the polls and they 
are convinced that the election has al- 
ready been won. 


Republicans are confident that, barring 


some unforeseen catastrophe, Mr. Nix- 
on's second term is assured. George 
McGovern's backers are drawing the 
same conclusion; many feel that be can- 
not win and their main hope is that his 
campaign will plant the seeds of ideas 
that will be nourished by future candi- 
dates in future elections. 


When asked, voters say that tho elec- 


tion Is Important One of the questions In 
the BASICO study was: "Comparing this 
election to others in the past, bow impor- 
tant do you believe it Is for the future of 
America?"

Tho research showed no significant dif- 


ference among voter groups — young 
and old, college educated or not, white 
collar or blue collar, black or white. The 
study results showed that the ex- 
planations given for this interest focus 
around two primary concerns: a fear 
that America's social problems are 
growing faster than our ability to solve 
them and a belief that the two candi- 


dates offer dramatically different ap- 
proaches to solving these problems. 


MANY Of THOSE who supported Mr. 


Nixon said they feared an irreversible 
national catastrophe would occur if 
McOoven won. Some of their com- 
ments: 


This country could go bankrupt in a 


hurry if McGovern gets in." 


"It seems to me our country would be 


beaded1 toward (becoming) a socialist 
state with McGovern."

With the complacency of President 


Nixon's supporters shattered and new 
hope in the McGovern camp, we could 
see the kind of once-ln-a-lifetime battle of 
political philosophies about which the 
voters are talking. But if this does not 
take place, the 1972 presidential election 
will probably prove to be calmer and 
less intense than the Nixon-Humphrey 
contest of 1968.

During the past several years, 


thousands of Rolling Meadows tax 
dollars have been wasted due to 
mismanagement of public funds. 


Rolling Meadows residents also 


have been shortchanged on tho 
$900,000 park district referendum 
approved in I960. The money has 
been spent, but park improve- 
ments promised residents in tho 
referendum remain undone. 


Questionable activities of the 


park board and waste of tax- 
payers' money were outlined by 
Herald staff writer Joann VanWye 
after a lengthy investigation. And 
the board today finds itself being 
scrutinized not only by the press 
but by many local citizens. 


The Herald investigation re- 


vealed pork board commissioner 
William Billings was employed for 
two years by the firm which held 
title to all insurance premiums in 
the park district. The Illinois Attor- 
ney General's office considers the 
act a conflict of interest. 
, 


Further stories documented how 


the park board used the referen- 
dum monies on items never men- 
tioned to voters in 1969. Residents 
were to have some $130,000 spent 
on neighborhood park improve- 
ments. Only $67,000 was actually 
spent for that purpose. 


More recently, the park district 


authorized funds be spent without 
taking formal bids as required by 
law. In July, the board awarded a 
$7.000 contract to remove a sled 
hill; and another $7,000 the next 
month to pave a park tennis court 
— both projects were authorized 
without formal bidding. 


The list of illegal and question- 


able activities by park district 
elected officials and employes is 
lengthy. Taken collectively the de- 
cisions represent an 
immense 


waste of taxpayers' money which 
has caused Rolling Meadows resi- 
dents to pay a premium to live 
within the park district boundaries. 


The park board members, past 


and present, cannot be allowed to 
ignore tho situation. And steps 
must be taken to assure that there 
will be no further waste of tax' 


Our Metals Crisis 


You've heard of the energy 


crisis. Now add the metals crunch. 


The United States, with 7 per

many experts in the field think are 
necessary. 


He offers as one proof the closing 


down of four U.S. zinc smeltrs last 
year, despite the fact that our de- 
mand for that metal is growing. 


Part of the problem, Place as- 


serts, lies with politicians who 
don't really understand the prob- 
lem. "It's easy to be antibusiness, 
but the politicians must realize 
that if we enact laws that stifle the 
growth of energy and metal pro- 
duction we all must be willing to 
pay the price." 


He advocates a policy that would 


encourage continuing development 
of this country's energy and ore re- 
serves and lessen our dependence 
on foreign producers. He notes, 
however, that whatever way we 
turn, prices will go up and the con- 
sumer will ultimately foot the bill. 


But while development of our do- 


mestic reserves will be costly, says 
Place, Increasing dependence on 
foreign sources also carries high 
economic and political costs*

A strong watchdog group is 


needed because more problems 
now exist for the park board. 


Residents of Rolling Meadows 


have a higher park district tax 
levy than any other surrounding 
community. The Rolling Meadows 
tax levy is the maximum allowed 
by state statute. But even with the 
large tax, some local parks are 
more suited as retention ponds 
than useful playgrounds. 


And to make matters even more 


serious, the Rolling Meadows Park 
district is entangled in a court fight 
with nearby Salt Creek Rural Park 
District over jurisdiction of the 
city's north industrial park. 


Taxes from that industrial area 


represent nine per cent of the Roll- 
ing Meadows Park District's total 
budget. Loss of the land would 
mean a stash in the budget and in- 
crease the burden on taxpayers be- 
cause there is still bonded in- 
debtedness. 


The Salt Creek Park District 


contends the industrial area was 
annexed illegally and wants $80,000 
in back taxes from Rolling Mead- 
ows. The court fight will be lengthy 
and expensive. 


To insure that no further deci- 


sions are made without expert 
counsel and thoughtful deliber- 
ation, the advisory board must be 
formed immediately. 


And the upcoming April election 


is a time when new blood and new 
ideas can be pumped into this stag- 
gering Rolling Meadows Park 
Board.

Hanrahan Gets A Campaign Boost

It's strange, sometimes, how two 


seemingly unrelated items can be so 
closely tied to each other. 


Take, for example, the recent arrests

For all outward appearances, they

Before the news of the De Mau Mau 


arrests has even left the front pages of 
the newspapers, while the Investigators 
were still speculating on bow many of 
the unsolved murders hi the county, state 
or country these men may have com- 
mitted, much of the talk about the al- 
leged murder gang has shifted to poll- 
tics. 


'The connection of politics to the De 
Mau Mau is Edward V. Hanrahan, in- 
cumbent state's attorney seeking reelec- 
tion. 


Hanrahan, just to review the record, 


was dumped by the Daley machine in the 
primary, mounted his own independent 
campaign and won the party nomination 
anyway. His success In that fight can be 
attributed to the suburban, Republican 


Roger 
CapettlnJ 


voters, who crossed party lines hi March 
to give Hanrahan the victory. Hanrahan 
got that vote by appealing to deep-seated 
suburban fears of black criminality 
spreading from the city to the suburbs. 


Hanrahan, known for his tough law- 


and-order stand, and the black commu- 
nity in Chicago do not exactly see eye-to- 
eye on many things. The polls show Han- 
rahan running far behind his opponent, 
Bernard Carey, hi the black wards in 
Chicago, which normally run heavily 
Democratic. 


But Hanrahan made sure he was in all 


the news photos during the press confer- 
ence held to announce the arrest of the 
De Mau Mau members, a move guaran- 
teed to give him even more of the votes 
from suburban precincts, which, accord- 
Ing to tradition, should be going to 
Carey. 


The county board's action — or more 


accurately, County Board Pres. George 
Dunne's action — has nothing to do with 
murder. But it has a lot to do with poll- 


-tics.

Briefly, Dunne's action was to get the 


board to adopt an ordinance which, if 
eventually upheld in court, will take the 
county comptroller, and all his staff and 
duties, away from the county clerk and 
place the office under the board presi- 
dent.

Suit May Prevent Future Price-Fixing

NEW YORK (DPI) - Instead of look- 


ing oo coanunetiim as • plague or a 
•ubvenlv* conspiracy, some companies 
make It work for them. 


Many companies used consumerism to 


Increase sales and profits long before the 
term came into the language. Eastman 
Kodak is aa example. Its big staff of in- 
formation specialists each year answer 
100,000 consumer letters and publish 
about 100 pamphlets on bow to take good 
pictures. 


Industrial consumerism is an old story. 


No industrial purchasing agent would 
dream of buying a machine or anything 
else without being sure be could get ser- 
vice and a proper guarantee for H. 


BUT IN THE appliance, retail and 


many other industries selling to the pub- 
lie, the consumer movement is some- 
thing new. It has imposed new burdens 
and obligations on manufacturers, and 
those who hesitate to accept them risk 


According to Ed Reavey, consumer 


products vice president of Motorola In 
Chicago, the companies that embraced 
consumerism and set out to moke use of 
it have prospered. 


A number of companies agree. Whirl- 


pool Corp., a Beaton Harbor, Mich., ap- 
pliance maker, In 1067 instituted what it 
called a "cool line," a nationwide toll- 
free telephone service for customer com- 
plaints and inquiries. The company now 
gets about 300 calls a day on its network. 


Another example is the Dayton Depart- 


ment Store in Minneapolis. It maintains

a big service department, and publishes 
a series of consumer service memos 
about all sorts of merchandise it sells. 


BUT MOTOROLA'S experience Is more 


dramatic. Reavey says the company's 
sales, which bad grown slowly in the 
1950s and '60s, took off sharply after a 
decision was made to exploit, consumer- 
.ism as a pollay. And complaints from 
customers dropped by 65 per cent. 


"We were anchored around fifth or 


sixth place among the major manufac- 
turers in our Industry," Heavy said. 
"Now we're In third place behind RCA 
and Zenith and have bad record sales 
gains month after month. We bad a 70 
per cent increase In color television re- 
ceiver sales last year while the industry 
had only a 28 per cent gam." 


Reavy said Motorola decided at the 


end of the 1860s consumerism and ser; 
vice were practically synonymous in its' 
business. That meant designing receivers 
that were easy to service and providing 
such service quickly and reasonably. 


Motorola came up with its "works in a 


drawer" receiver. Nearly all components 
were on replaceable panels which the re- 
pairman could service quickly and usual- 
ly hi the sot owner's home. 


"What shocked the Industry was that 


wo pitched our sales campaign on ser- 
vice — consumerism," said Reavey. 
"Before that tho word 'service' had been 
avoided in color TV sales promotion. We 
decided to come right out and say that 
oven the best color TV might have to be 
serviced, so why not buy one that's easy 
to service."

Patience may. pay off for a number of 


drug retailers and wholesalers to Illinois 
involved in a longstanding price-fixing 
antitrust suit against five major drug 
manufacturers. > , 


At least two Northwest suburban 


pharmacy operations are included in the 
group seeking damages. 


The material reward may be small, 


but the.payoff in terms of preventing fu- 
ture price-fixing attempts will be great, 
said Arty. Howard Tollman of the Levy 
and Erens firm in Chicago. His company 
is serving as counsel for the settlement 
of claims filed by some 4,500 druggists 
nationwide hi the federal antitrust settle- 
ment against manufacturers and dis- 
tributors of the drug tetracycline. 


"Private actions such as these will dis- 


courage monopolistic practices," said 
Tullman of the wholesaler-retailer suit 
The druggists' suit was based on the suc- 
cessful federal antitrust case against 
these companies: Charles-Pfizer and Co., 
Inc.; American Cynamid Co.; Bristol- 
Myers Co.; Olln Mathleson Chemical 
Co.; and toe Upjohn Co. The federal suit 
was heard during 1965,1966. Charges re- 
lated to the 1953-1968 period. 


This decision promoted the filing of 


many suits against these manufacturing 
firms to 1968 and 1969. The suits were 
later consolidated into the U.S. District 
Court, southern district of New York. 
The defendants eventually offered a total 
of $100 million as a national settlement 
and left it up to the court to decide the 
distribution. This meant that states, mu- 
nicipalities, consumers and retailers all 
had to compete for a slice of the substan- 
tial payoff. 


THE COURT HAD ruled that $97 mil- 


lion of this amount would be distributed 
to Illinois and other states. The remain- 
ing $3 million was to be allocated to the 
drug wholesalers and retailers. The final 
distribution of funds was delayed, how- 
ever, since the retailer group wanted 
more money. The druggists went to court 
and gamed the interest accumulated on 
the $100 million. This amounts to some 
$9.5 million, boosting the retailer settle- 
ment to $12.5 million. 


There were some druggists who want- 


ed more money, however, Including the 
share designated for consumers. They 
appealed to the Supreme Court, but the 
court refused to bear this petition. 


According to a spokesman for Illinois 


Attorney General William J. Scott, this 
legal action by the druggists accounts for 
A substantial delay in settling the price- 
fixing claims. Scott recently announced 
the distribution of $4.5 million in minds 
resulting from the tetracycline case. Dis- 
tribution was based on overcharges for 
the period 1953 to 1968. The general reve- 
nue fund, Cook County hospital and other 
public health centers account for $3,176, 
959 of this amount An added $232,517 will 
be distributed to individual consumers 
and $1 million in damages is allocated to 
new public health programs in Illinois. 


MEANWHILE, THE RETAIL drug- 


gists still await a decision on the alloca- 
tion of their slice of tha settlement pie. A 
ruling on the final allocation of this $12.5 
million share is expected by the end of 
this year, said Tullman. The problem, he 
explains, is that some $360 million in 
claims was recorded by the wholesaler 
and retailer "group. After readjustments 
are made by experts on the fair share 
of claims each druggist could report, this 
was reduced to $308 million. 


The $12.5 million settlement for drug- 


gists, then, may be distributed among 
firms seeking a total of $308 million, 
amounting to 4 cents on a dollar of 
claims. This will be reduced even more 
by heavy administrative and legal fees. 


Pharmacists have a problem hi gain- 


Ing their share of claims, according to 
Tullman. This is because many phar- 
macists use a fixed markup on the drugs 
they dispense, and therefore may not 
have taken a loss on the sale of tetracy- 
cline. Added costs were passed on to con- 
sumers hi some cases. This difficulty in 
proving losses meant a "difficult row to 
hoe" for the druggists' lawyers, accord- 
ing to Tullman. 


The lack of proven losses was the prin- 


cipal reason why the druggists plea for 
the consumers' share of the settlement 
was tuned down, Tullman added. How- 
ever, the expected ruling by Federal Dis- 
trict Court in-New York will bring an end 
to the years f waiting by druggists for 


their share in the price-fixing suit 
"There's always the possibility that 
there will be an appeal to the final settle- 
ment, and this could delay it even more, 
however," said Tullman. 


AMONG THE ILLINOIS drug concerns 


which may receive their share of the 
settlement before the end of this year 
ore the Doretti Pharmacy establish- 
ments; and DeKoven Drug Co., 1401 Estes, 
Elk Grove Village. Richard Doretti, prin- 
cipal of he Doretti pharmacies to Arling- 
ton Heights and Mount Prospect, agrees 
with .Tullman that the reward for partici- 
pating in the suit win be in deterring 
price-fixing rather than in monetary gain. 


"I think this case definitely helped to 


prevent price-fixing," Doretti said. "In 
fact, since this occured the prices are no 
longer identical for a given brand of a 
drug produced by different companies .. 
. for products such as tetracycline, 
there's now a very competitive market" 


State Tax Collections Up 


State-local tax collections for the peri- 


od, ended June 30 climbed to a record 
$108.6 billion — the first fiscal period 
ended June 30 that the $100 billion level 
has been cracked, notes Commerce 
Clearing House. 


The total marked a Jump of $14.3 bil- 


lion or 15.2 per cent from a year earlier. 


Of the 1972 total, state taxes yielded 


$59.9 billion, or 17.6 per cent more than 
in the prior twelve month period, while 
local taxes rose 12.3 per cent to $48.6 bil- 
lion, according to the CCH review of Cen- 
sus Bufeau data.. 


Collections in every major category of 


taxes increased during the twelve month 
period with individual income tax collec- 
tions showing the highest percentage in- 


crease — 33.5 per cent to $15.4 billion. 
Corporation net income tax receipts reg- 
istered a 24.7 per cent leap to $4.2 billion, 
the same category which, in calendar 


1971, produced the only decrease. 


General sales and gross receipts tax 


collections increased to $20.4 billion, a 
rise of 15.3 per cent, CCH noted. 


Property tax collections — most of 


which are targeted to local governments 
— tallied $42.7 billion, an 11.8 per cent 
increase and the revenue bounty of the 
motor fuel sales tax was up 9 per cent to 
$7.2 billion. 


Receipts of the motor vehicle and oper- 


ators' license taxes registered the smal- 
lest percentage gain, 5.6 per cent to $3.4 
blllion.CCH said.

A distinguished pro- 
fessor of archeology, for example, or a 
world-renowned authority on Cimex lee- 
tularius, would probably'be addressed 
respectfully by anyone else, but to a bro- 
ker or money manager be is "one of the 
little guys" if he can't write a Wall 
Street-size check that his bank wfll hon- 
or. 


How do you know whether you're a 


little guy, or one of the big boys? There 
may be good news for you, if you're se- 
riously worried about that sort of thing, 
hi the decision that the Fiduciary Trust 
Company of New York made recently. 


FIDUCIARY HAS lowered the require- 


ments for membership in the club. Chan- 
ces are you've never heard of Fiduciary. 
It doesn't advertise. It doesn't have to. 
After all, it has a pretty good address: 
One Wall Street. Who needs to blow his 
born, with an address like that? 


Until a few weeks ago, you had to have 


$400,000 that needed managing - that is 
four hundred thousand clams — before 
you could walk in at One Wall Street and 
ask someone, "Please, sir, would you 
manage my money?" Today you can 


walk in with only $100,000, and you're not 
a little guy any longer. Somebody at

Does this lowering of the bars mean 


that the pinch is really on the economy 
— that the money managers are having 
to scrape the bottom of the barrel to get 
some business?

On tho contrary. Harry W.' Fowler, 


chairman of the board at Fiduciary, says 
our affluent society has created so many 
100-tbousandaires that the poor guys 
have no place to go for professional man- 
agement of their assets. Fiduciary, he 
says, has lowered the barriers in re- 
sponse to Insistent demand. 
FOR A one per cent management fee — 
$1,000 a year — you'll get "close, person- 
al attention" to your portfolio and your 
particular financial objectives. 


The only thing is that, as an ex-little 


guy, you can't expect to bother the 
people who are doing the managing.. 


Once you ten them what you want the 


management to accomplish, you agree to 
a "discretionary account," which means 
that your portfolio manager buys and 
sells at his discretion, and1 will you 
please not tell him how to run his busi- 
ness. As Fiduciary puts it, more urbane- 
ly, it "wul not include consultation with 
clients and their attorneys." 


WHAT CAN you expect in the way of 


results? Yon don't ask. Places like 


Fiduciary simply don't talk about their 
clients' business. Two federal marshals,, 
a Texas Ranger and a Canadian Mountle 
couldn't get the time of day from 
Fiduciary, with a court order. 


Oh, there's the United Nations pension 


fund, a little $700 million affair that 
Fiduciary manages. It came out recently 
— the U.N. let it slip; Fiduciary never 
would — that over the last 10 years a 
U.N.er's $1,000 has grown to $2,280 in the 
pension fund. 


Which shows that being a little guy — 


or an ex-little guy — is getting to be 
much more bearable than it used to be.

Nixon's indicated lead over Sen. George 
McGovern Is 489 votes toST.with 270 
needed for'election. The margin in the 
flnt survey last month was 462 to 27. 


The President's gain comes from pick, 


tag up part of the 49 votes listed last 
time as doubtful. The latter category is 
reduced to 23 In the newest nationwide 
sampling.

ures and analysts. 


While Nixon is this time awarded WIs- 


cousin, Missouri and Rhode Island from 
the doubtful list, giving him a present 
edge in 44 states, McGovern remains 
static with just three and the District of 
Columbia. Minnesota, Connecticut and 
Hawaii are rated doubtful, though it can 
be argued that Nixon has a borderline 
margin in all. 


THE NIXON increase is Indicated 


despite the fact that national polls show 
a modest narrowing of the huge gap be- 
tween himself and McGovern. Further, 
more, NEA's survey brought forth 
frequent comment In various states that 
McGovern's status had shown improve- 
ment State-level efforts in his behalf 
seem In many places to be better organ- 
ized. 


Nevertheless, these changes were nev- 


er described as either substantial or 
massive. "Modest but Insignificant" was 
the word from one analyst In a large 
eastern state. Next door to it, a Demo- 
cratie politician spoke of party regulars' 
earlier, hostility to McGovern and added: 


"Now they're at least indifferent, and 


that's an Improvement." 


What it comes down to, generally, is 


that the Improvement Is expressed in 
terms of smoothing out relations between 
young McGovern forces and the regu- 
lars, helping to rack up heavy registra- 
tion totals presumed to benefit 
McGovern, getting under way with nor* 
dos of young volunteers on the door-to- 
door foot canvassing that served 
McGovern well in primaries. 


Here and there, too, there are credible 


reports that some Democratic defectors 
may bo returning to the party fold. Na- 
tional polls tend to substantiate this. 


MOST REPORTS suggest it is the ef- 


feet of the party's pull, of old Democrat- 
ic voting habit reasserting itself as bal- 
loting time ncars. The stunning aspect of 
that evidence is that McGovern seems to 
be having no magnetic effect at all — 
that personally he is still perceived in 
negative ways. 


To bo as harsh about it as many voters 


and politicians are, McGovern is again 
and again described as indecisive, in-

THIS WOULD add, of course,, to his 


recognition. Yet, knowing him better has 
hurt him in most places, so this seems 
contradictory. The fuller answer may lie 
somewhere in the mix of heavy jobless- 
ness, a higher youth quotient and a 
smaller proportion, of the ethnic-Catholic 
voters found widely this year to be 
turned off from McGovern.

Even if he picked up all the additional 


states here suggested, however, they 
would lift McGovern's total only to 127 
and leave him 143 votes short of election.

Reruns, he says, "provide six out of 


every seven viewers with a chance to see 
programs for the very first time." 


Cutting back reruns, according to 


Wood, would mean cutting back on news 
and documentary programs, entertain- 
ment specials, entertainment specials, 
large production numbers and casts, and 
make it tough to afford top talent. 


But somewhere along the line, the net- 


works are going to have to figure a way 


to cut or bold down production costs — 
or be swallowed up by them. 


Tape production, as opposed to film, 


may be an answer. Just this past Tues- 
day night, CBS-TV put on the first made- 
for-video movie using a single camera 
videotape production technique: "Sand- 
castles."

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World's Scientists Seek Way To Attack Simuliun Fly 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) _ The 


DMk picture of Insccta conquering 
JMn » habitat is not fd«oco fiction - it 
u happening In tropical Africa and could 
happen throughout the tropics of UM 
world. 


In the vast bolt of tropical Africa 


Pfople are abandoning fertile areas 
along river banks and moving to less 
productive regions Inland to escape a 
small, ugly black fly. The fly, named 
•tmuJium, Is the carrier of river blind- 
ness, a disease that ravages village pop. 
ulations in a slow and cruel manner. 


The fly has made its appearance In a 


vast African area bordered by the 15th 
latitude between Senegal-and Ethiopia In 
the North and a line running from Ango- 
la to Tanzania In the South. It is also 
spreading In South America and if thero 
u no concerted effort to control It, ex- 
pert* at the United Nations fear, It may 
cover tho entire tropical belt of tho 
globe. 


River blindness, onchocerclasls, docs 


not Immediately deprive a victim of his 
eyesight. Its first symptoms are apathy 
and general deterioration of health. Then 
it gradually dims tho eyesight and even- 
tually causes total blindness if tho victim 
remains under continued exposure to the 
fly. 


According to an estimate of the World 


Health Organization (WHO), there are 
about 30 million onchocerclasls sufferers 
in the world. WHO is now organizing a 
muWagency program "to save countless 
further minions from tho torture of the 
slmullum fly" and eventual blindness 
and hopes that sufficient funds will come - 
from Interested governments to complete 
it Its main effort is focused on seven 
countries In tho Volta River basin which, 
the organization says, "contains the 
worst onchocerclasls area In tho world 
and has a growing proletn of depopula- 
tion." 


Young Debaters 
To Weigh Heavy 
Topics Tonight 


Students from a dozen schools will 


meet at Arlington High School this week- 
end to debate issues ranging from a dec- 
laration of war on North Vietnam to the 
legalization of abortion. 


The students will participate In the Na- 


tional Forensic League Student Congress. 
Delegates will be divided Into liberal, 
conservative and Independent parties to 
debate bills submitted on foreign affairs, 
state and local government, public wel- 
fare and economic policy. 


Students will be rated on their debating 


ability and awards will be presented to 
outstanding and superior speakers at the 
end of the two-day session. 


Tho congress will begin this evening 


with caucuses and committee meetings 
and run through 3:30 p.m. tomorrow. 


"When we enter a village or fly over it, 


we can usually tell at once if the aim- 
ullum has struck," James Wright, WHO 
chief of Vector Biology and Control, said. 


"Neglect, dilapidation, lack of care are 


sure Indications that the fly has invaded. 
In its first stages the disease carried by 
slmullum makes people tired, apathetic, 
kills their working spirit" 


IF NOTHING IS done, the place will 


wind up like many other river bank vil- 
lages. One of them, where the fly took its 
toll, is described in a WHO study: 
"Named Arnbe, the village is located 
five miles from Red Volta'River, close to 
tho border between Ghana and Upper 
Volta. Two hundred people live here. 
Twenty of thtm are blind and the others 
are nearly an suffering from the same 
disease that could make them blind. 


Arabe children, often only toddlers, 
guide blind men who should be in the 
prime of life. And some years from now, 
unless they desert the village, these tod- 
dlers will themselves be clutching the 
end of a walking stick and be helplessly 
led around." 


During a brief visit to U.N. headquar- 


ters, Wright told United .Press Inter- 
national to an interview that more than a 
million people were Infected with the dis- 
ease in the Volta River Basin'alone. 


"People are abandoning their villages 


in the fertile river bank areas and re- 
settling 30 miles or more inland to es- 
cape the fly," he said. Wright, who is in 
charge of the anti-onchocerclasls pro- 


gram in the area, estimates that it would 
take four years to control the fly and 15 
years to wipe out the disease if proper 
financing were obtained. His team is op- 
erating with a few small planes and hell- 
copters to explore the vast area as to the 
spread of the disease, chart it, test in- 
secticides and prepare an all-out cam- 
paign to eradicate the fly. 


HE EXPLAINED THAT slmulium 


poses particular problems since its lar- 
vae cling to rocks under river rapids. To 
wipe them out, the health teams must 
drop effective insecticides that spread hi 
the water and are carried over tho rocks 
directly above the rapids. 


"These Insecticides must be potent 


enough to kill larvae, and on.tfae oth- 
er hand rapidly dissipate and lose their 
toxic effects once they have passed the 
rapids,"'Wright said, '-'otherwise they 
will damage life and environment further 
downriver." 


He added that WHO believes it has 


found two chemicals that fin the bill. 


No effective 'vaccine for mass in- 


oculation against onchocerciasis has 
been found. 


Scientists hi West Germany, Britain 


and Canada also are looking for a way to 
attack the slmullum fly ecologically — 
literally, where it lives — through the 
use of parasites and predators that might 


be its natural enemies, through chemical 
sterilization of males and larvicides to 
kill its young. 


If the actual fight against the disease 


. is successful, a large scale rehabilitation 
program for the affected populations 
must be organized and the United Na- 
tions Development Program and the 
Food and Agricultural Organization will 
be called upon to participate. 


The WHO study underlines the need for 


a broadscale program because the flies 
can travel distances up to 100 miles "and 
if a single river Is dealt with in isolation, 
reinfestation will take place quickly and 
inevitably."

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John F. Ken... (Ah)... Kerry Has It All 


by TOM TffiDE 


LOWELL, Mau. - On primary elec- 


tion night, in this state's Fifth Congres- 
sional district everybody got together to 
•tag the praises of the winner, John Ker- 
ry. And perhaps the loudest in the chorus 
was one of Kerry's defeated opponents. 


Why, someone asked, was the loser so 
happy? 


Hell, he said, I Just lost to a future 


president of the United States. 


Such b the feeling in this part of the 


nation. Among some people anyway. 
Young Democrats mostly. Here amid the 
changing leaves, steeped in the revolu- 
tionary history of the nation, here where 
Thoreau attacked the establishment, 
where the Mlnutemen were formed to 
wrestle the British, where John Kennedy 
learned to pronounce Cub* with an R at 
the end, a 28-year-old shaggy-haired pa- 
trician, John Forbes Kerry, is being 
touted as another big wheel in Massachu- 
setts pcrpetunl-moUoo rebellion ma- 
chine. 


Ted Kennedy In 1876 and 1980, the loose 


talk goes. And by that time, at the ready 
age of 40, John Kerry will take over the 
controls. 


Kerry, you'll recall, is the thrice- 


wounded Vietnam naval veteran (his 
boot took 188 enemy hits) who brought 
GIs to the front lines of the antiwar 
battle in 1969. He didn't invent the organ- 
izatlon known as Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War, but he became its most 
eloquent spokesman. ("I knew the first 
day I got there it was wrong and. I'was 
ashamed to be part of it"). The Kid 
Korps of America embraced him. So did 
the national media; He became a new 
kind of war hero — a man who won a 
Silver Star for bravery and then gave it 
back to the government out of resent- 
ment for its occasion. 


NOW, WINNER OF a 10-man congres- 


sional primary here, and heavily favored 
to repeat in November {one poll shows 
him leading three finalists 2 to 1), Kerry 
popularity has evolved Into Kerry power 
and his more, enthusiastic supporters In- 
sist (for those who'll live long enough), 
there'll be'a new day dawning at the 
White House when their pol comes of 
age. "Man," says one of his workers, 
"he's got it all: looks, national-Image, 
mosey — wow, if the Constitution 
money — wow, if the Constitution 
30." 


Indeed, John Kerry does have many of 


the popular prerequisites for high office. 
Not the least of which Is a total and alv 
most' uncanny connection to the John 
Kennedy imagei His Ivy League back- • 
.ground (Yale), his humane-liberal philo- 
sophies, eyen his initials (JFK) emulate 
the former President'And beyond these 
natural similarities, 'Kerry has also 
groomed his speech, mannerisms, char- 
acter and inflections to mimic the Kenne- - 
dy'mystique. He says "Wear," just like 
his champion. He places one hand in a 
pocket and uses the other one to jab 
home his opinions. His hair falls over the 
forehead. He even has the same sympa- 
thetic hounddog eyes. "Honest," he says, 
"I don't try to be anyone but myself,", 
but few who have observed him believe 
it. "I knew him in college," says one 
chap, "and I don't remember him saying 
'laahsf or'paahst'back then. 


HE SAYS THEM NOW, for sure. 


Whenever he can.. Without apology. At a 
high school rally recently, Kerry'and his 
three opponents showed up for an hour of 
speeches. He was first He mentioned 
John Kennedy twice. He said "laahst" 
and "paahst" and for good measure, 
"cbaahncb." He wound the whole thingr 


up quoting Bobby Kennedy, who once 
quoted George Bernard Shaw: "Some 
men see things as they are and aahsk 
why. I dream things that never were and 
aahsk why not!" None of the audience 
objected to. the imitation. On the con- 
trary. When Kerry finished the crowd 
cheered, and exited en masse, leaving 
the candidate's embarrassed opponents 
sucking air by themselves. 


No doubt The Kerry accent is a plus in 


this state. So is his national rep as .a 
"patriotic, heroic war .protester." But 
further, he has established some con- 
crete political motivations that make 
him something more than a pretty, pub- 
lic, bleeding heart. 


Kerry's efforts, predictably, aren't al- 


ways appreciated. Some residents com- 
plain that his 6,000 (mostly young) volun- 
teers are much too much. During the 
primary, the volunteers made 200;<X)0 ef- 
forts to contact voters, and some efforts' 
were less than intelligent. "This one kid 
came to the door Just before midnight," 
says a Lowell factory worker. "I think 
he was on pot. I don't know. He kept 
talking about Nixon killing people and 
that Junk. Mad? God, I was mad. I about 
bounced the punk on his head." 


. Still, Kerry suffers no overriding prob- 
lems .from his association with feisty 
youngsters. Because he comes on himself 
like a thoughtful adult Radical? Not 
really. He favors military conscription, 
-favors a strong national defense, favors 
tax Incentives for business prosperity. As 
for tough questions, such as abortion, 
/which Is very tough in.Catholic Mas- 
sachusetts, Kerry neither fudges nor 
loses votes: "As a private individual I 
oppose abortion. But as a legislator I 
would not be able to transfer my person- 
al beliefs to someone who might believe 
otherwise." Translated, he thinks the 
murder of the fetus should be left to 
womehi doctors and individual con- 
science. 


Thus John F. Ken... ah ... Kerry, at 


28 years of age, probably one of the next 
congressmen from Massachusetts. And 
after that? Who Knows? "The White, 
House? Well, I don't know about that," 
says a Lowell businessman, "but the boy 
does have a wonderful future. And isn't 
it sad? I mean isn't it sad that we could 
have lost him in Vietnam. And who 
knows bow many other wonderful futures 
we lost in that goddamn place."

Pills Are A Symbolic 
Way Of Being Touched

Can you remember the lost time you 


went to tho pharmacist to get a pre- 
scription filled? Chances arc, according 
to a California psychiatrist, the whole 
process of getting that drug was a big 
game. 


Dr. John Dusay, assistant clinical pro- 


fessor of psychiatry who practices Trans- 
actional Analysis, thinks that people turn 
to pills or lean on drugs in hidden sorts 
of ways. "By taking drugs people are 
avoiding intimacy with other people," he 
explained. "Pills are a symbolic way of 
being touched and a person can got 
something out of pills. 


"Everyone needs to be touched in or- 


der to survive," Dr. Dusay continued, 
"that's a basic need in human life. As an 
infant we're touched extensively. As we 
grow older there is less physical touching 
but more verbal recognition or stroking. 


"If people can't get strokes in a 


straight way they play gomes and pills Is 
one way of getting recognized. Putting 
something in your mouth, swallowing it, 
getting a prescription from your doctor,

lot of charisma which has grown up 
around this — this is a way of showing 
need of recognition. It's a way of looking 
for identity as a human being." 


ACCORDING TO Dr. Dusay there Is a 


definite programming toward the use of 
drugs in our society. "Every, little kid 
has sat in front of the TV set on Satur- 
day mornings and seen this horrible 
wreck of a looking mommy come out 
looking awful. She puts something in her 
mouth and all of a sudden she's feeling 
good. The great pUl advertisement! TV 
Is full of them. 


"The throe or four-year-old child 


watches this and what he really sees Is a 
grouchy, awful, messed-up mother who 
pops something in her mouth and feds 
wonderful. Then an 18-year-old kid gets 
to feeling bad just llko every 18-year-old 
docs and be figures "why not do like they 
told me to when I was younger' and he 
starts taking pills or drugs too. Kids get 
programmed from TV and from their 
parents. Doctors get the same pro- 
gramming so when a patient comes into 
their office complaining of some problem 
tho pill prescription is given." 


Dr. Dusay claims there is a very popu- 


lar "life script" which involves the ev- 
eryday housewife and her game with 
pills. 


"THIS HOUSEWIFE has a relationship 


with her husband who puts her in a one- 
down position where she cooks and 
cleans and washes and is a servant to 
her family while her husband is off in tho 
romantic world of business and challenge 
doing his thing while she's home. 


"In tills Mother Hubbard script the 


wife gives and gives and gives all day. 
She's come on parental all day long so 
that by night this woman is starved. The 
littlo girl port of her which is creative, 
fun loving and artistic is literally starved 
and she wants interaction with her hus- 
band. 


"But he's tired and wants to watch TV 


and have another drink ... so what does 
she do? She lies in bed awake for a while 
and still unfulfilled she takes the:.two, 
three or four sleeping pills her friendly 
doctor has given her and which she's 
taken for tho lost two or three years. - 


"People take pills for a number of rea- 


sons," Dr. Dusay added, "but nothing 
takes the place of human intimacy."

tonight. 


That's news because he will be bowling 


tomorrow night, and next Monday night, 
and Tuesday, 
and Wednesday, and 


Thursday. 


Glaser is a traveling man. 
He travels by night with his bowling 


ball in the car. He travels throughout the 
Chicago area because he knows how to 
roll a 16-pound ball 60 feet with ex- 
ceptional consistency. 


Bob Closer is on amateur bowler, one 


of the very best. He's so good that ho 
bowls In five high-average leagues each 
week with astounding success. He may 
not bo an amateur for long. 


On Mondays he competes In the Mas- 


ters Traveling League in Chicago and av- 
erages 200. On Tuesdays be stays In 
home (own Dundee In the Mails Lanes 
4-Man Classic and averages 194. He car- 
ries a 200 average In the Wednesday Be- 
verly Lanes Classic In Arlington Heights 
and a 211 In the Thursday 4-Man Classic 
In River Grove. He tops off his busy 
week with a 211 average In the Paddock 
Classic Traveling Leagne on Saturdays. 


Closer rolled a fine 585 series In the 


Paddock division last Saturday and that 
was the first tlmo ho had been under 600 
In six weeks. He had rolled 698, 623, 650, 
629, and 618 In previous Paddock appear- 
ances. 


In his Thursday night league he has 


topped 600 nine times in 10 weeks. He 
eclipsed ,600 In four of his five leagues 
last week, missing only with that 585. 


The ability to string strikes is nothing 


new for this 26-year-old president of the 
Paddock Classic League, but ho admits 
this is the best start ho's had and that

"Actually, I'm very surprised Bob 


hasn't tried It," sold Zlkcs. "He's a su- 
per bowler. I've seen many guys with 
less ability on the tour do quite well. 
He throws the most effective ball for 
scoring today, straight down and hi, going 
with the boards and then brooking to the 
left at the end. Ho doesn't have the 
sweeping hook." 


Glaser, a control supervisor for Con- 


supak, Inc. In Streamwood, Is single and 
that may enter into any future decision 
on a professional career. Ho does not 
. have the family obligations that could 
dictate such a decision. 


"I think If anything boosted Bob's con- 


fidence," Zlkes continued, "It should 
have been his excellent showing In -that 
F1Q World Bowling Championship (1971) 
In Milwaukee. He did extremely well and 
there's tremendous pressure In some- 
thing like that' I know I was more ner- 
vous In those FIQ events than in many of 
these pro tournaments today." 


Zlkes won eight gold medals In FIQ 


World competition before turning profes- 
sional. Ho understands the pressure In 
what is considered the Olympics of bowl- 
Ing. 


Closer won four medals in the 1971 


FIQ. He took golds in the 5 and 8-raan 
teams, silver In the 2-mon, and bronze hi 
the individual over 10 grueling days of 
competition. 


That FIQ performance has been a high 


point in a.bowling career that started in 
Dundee. "I grew up there and started 
bowling when I was about 10," Bob re- 
called. "The bowling alley was pretty 
close to home and my dad always 
bowled, averaging In the 180s. I was 12 


when I bowled in my first and only ju- 
nior league and averaged 170. I always 
liked to watch bowling a lot on television. 
There were a couple shows live from 
Chicago, I remember, with Whispering 
Joe Wilson." 


Dundee didn't have a bowling program 


at the high school, but Glaser did letter 
three years In golf, while still knocking 
down the pins when be had the chance. 
He was only II when be tint appeared in 
the tough Paddock Classic Traveling 
League, rolling juit three games for a 
580 series. He hod 339 Classic games and 
a 195 average heading into the current 
season. 


In 1964, when he was 18, Bob won the 


Fox Valley (111.) Bowling-Association all-

career high 772 scries, has been using 
the some boll since he was discharged 
from the Army. He uses the five-step ap- 
proach and stresses he doesn't try for a 
big hook. "I wont the ball to be rolling 
but a large-breaking boll is too difficult 
to control." 
, Bob never stops studying the game or 
trying to improve. 


"When someone Is really bowling well, 


I watch his timing, how be finishes at the 
line. If a shot Is well delivered, the bowl- 
er will be solid at tho lino, pointing at his 
target, following through, not out of bal- 
ance. Whenever I have problems, it's 
usually the speed of my approach. I go to 
the line either too slow or too fast 


"If I had to stress one thing for all

Don't bo jerky or indecisive 
at the line."

VASTLY REMOVED from her subur- 
ban lifestyle .as a homemalcer and 
mother ; of .four children, Maureen 
' Lee,:who plays the wife of King Hen- 


ry II in the drama, "The Lion in Win- 
ter," comforts Bev Nolte, who plays 
a French princess.

Maureen Leo hod a rough Ume con- 


vincing her husband that she should play 
opposite him as Eleanor of Aqultalno in . 
"The Lion In Winter." 


She read the play as is hor usual cus- 


tom whenever husband Norman Rice, di- 
rector and general manager of Country 
Club Theatre, brings homo something he 
Is Interested In producing at the theater. 


He reflected on this one a long time 


and anxious to get back on stage himself, 
he was excited at the prospect of playing 
Henry II, King of England. 


But when his wife, Maureen, asked to 


play Henry's wife, Eleanor, ho said no. 


"Then when It came closer to actual 


casting, ho had me read four different 
times at home and then once at the the- 
ater before he finally did decide to givo 
me the part," said Maureen during a re- 
cent Interview. "He didn't want anyone 
to think I was getting It Just because I 
was his wife. I don't think there was a 
female actress In Chicago who didn't 
want to read for tnat role." 


MAUREEN LEE Is certainly no ama- 


teur. At Luther College in Iowa where 
she first met her husband In the drama 
department, she received the school's 


Best Actress award for her portrayal of 
Anastasla in the play of the same name. 


While the responsibilities of marriage 


and rearing four children, ages 10, 9, 7 
and IS months, havo somewhat curtailed 
her theatrical activities, Maureen has pe- 
riodically returned to the stage. She ap- 
peared a year ago in "Plaza Suite" when 
it was produced at Country Club Theatre. 


"I find it tremendous fun working oppo- 


site Norm," said Maureen about her cur- 
rent role in "The Lion In Winter." "It's 
far easier in some ways because we 
know each other's tempos. Norm Is very 
strong on stage. It's easy to pick up his 
pace." 


"WE'RE TOO BUSY developing our 


characters," she continued when asked if 
the was always conscious that she was 
playing to her real husband on stage. 
"We try to keep our home roles and the- 
ater roles .entirely separate. I have a tre- 
mendous respect for him as a director 
and, of course, some scenes do come 
more easily because I do know him," 
Maureen added. 


And It seems to be working. 
"We discussed the idea about my re- 


turning to the stage for a long time," she 
taid. "Now Norm wonts me to try to 


work more often, if not here, somewhere 
else." 


But her home, the kids and all the fam- 


ily-oriented activities such as scouts and 
PTA, are very important to the actress- 
mother who sold she could never appear 
in one play and rehearse for another one 
at the some time. 


IN FACT the concentrated weeks of re- 


hearsals prior to the opening of "The 
Lion" were difficult for Maureen,. 


• "The hardest part was leaving early 
every morning," she said. "I hired a 
woman to care for the baby." 


And Maureen admits that she just now 


Is adjusting to the loss of sleep that re- 
sults from being out late each night and 
still getting up at 7 a.m. to get three 
school-aged children to classes on time. 


Another responsibility she tackled was 


to make all the period costumes for 
"yon in Winter," which has a 1183 Eng- 
lish setting. 


"The most difficult thing for me as an 


actress is to remember to be natural," 
said Maureen in talking about her role as 
King Henry's wife. "It's too easy to pose. 
The dress, hairstyles and modes .of 
speech may have changed, but these are 
still people, Just like.us. What we are 


really trying to do is make history come 
alive:" 
' 


' "I FEEL MUCH MORE adept and at 
ease In.a dramatic role,1* she continued; 
"Comedy Is much more difficult The 
timing has to be Just'right. I haven't 
worked enough to develop this." 


Yet even when Maureen Is not per- 


forming she remains very close to the 
stage through her husband. 


"It took awhile to adjust," she said 


about the long evenings home alone when 
Norman must be at the theater. "I call it 
my quiet time. I like to read ... histori- 
cal novels mostly. I can't take history 
books but If lean read it in fiction that's 
O.K." 


Managing the theater and the Old Or- 


chard Restaurant as'well as directing 
each production, and periodically taking 
to the stage himself as he does in 
"Lion," Rice usually puts in a 10 to 14 
hour day and seldom is he able to join 
his family on vacation. {He has been 
nominated for a Joseph Jefferson award 
for his portrayal of King Henry.) 


"I think if I hadn't married and had 


pursued the same type of career, r would 
have felt the same about working the 


long hours. If you believe in something, 
you have to go all out," said Maureen. 


"THE IMPORTANT thing Is that he Is 


around when I need him. I don't break 
down in emergencies. With four kids you 
•can't." 


Originally from North Dakota, Mrs. 


Rice took her four youngsters 'camping 
tills summer in the area where she grew 
up. Her children had never seen that 
.part of the country. 


Though it was good to vslt her old 


: homestead, Maureen admits she loves 
;the Chicago area and would not want to 
live anywhere else.

Within the past year the Rices have 


moved from Rolling Meadows into a 
large 72-year-old house in Palatine, the 
kind of place for which they had been 
searching a long time and now are hav- 
ing fun refurbishing on their own. 


"We're stripping all the woodwork and, 


: of course, we'll have to have new plumb- 
ing and new wiring put in," said the ac- 
tress who enjoys refinishing old furniture 
herself. 


"We'll be at it a long time," she 


laughed. "We finally finished remodeling 
our other house to the. point where we

A simple title to mask an intricate sto- 


ry, or rather a series of stories that are 
as entwined as tho steel cables that were 
invented to span for the first time the 
New York East River. 
. The Brooklyn Bridge, of course, was a 
monument to the Industrial society that 
believed modern technology could 
achieve almost anything, an optimistic 
viewpoint that led the mind of late 19th 
Century America. 


The project was costly. In lives, it took 


a dozen men to build tho hughe stone 
towers from which the cables were sus- 
pended. Among .those who died was John 
Rocbllng, the bridge's masterbuilder. His 
son succeeded him and supervised the 
bridge's completion. 


In corruption, there also was a price. 


Boss Tweed and a galaxy of political 
thugs tried to muscle Into tho operation. 
Tweed viewed the company as a "well- 
paying stock dividend," Ho wanted the 
right to hire laborers and supply equip- 
ment. 


Such problems were overcome and af- 


ter 14 years, the bridge was completed In 
1883. One might niggle that there are too 
many details and odd bits of Information 
tossed Into the narrative. But without 
them, the book would lack Its marvelous 
flavor and much of Its entertainment val- 
ue. 


Steve Brody, by tho way, probably did 


not leap from the bridge. He cheated 
•with a dummy. Another fellow named 
.Odium did. He died.

Woman Writer's Block: 
The Man In Her life 


by ALISON GODDARD 


"Most women writers — post and pre- 


sent — have hod to fit their work in 
somewhere between tho cleaning, tho 
feeding of their children and the dishes," 
said author Soon Manley. 


They've always faced obstacles, she 


adds, not the least of which were tho 
men in their lives. 


Mrs. Manley describes some early 


writers in her new book, "Oh, Those Ex- 
traordinary Women, or the Joys of Liter- 
ary Ub" (Chllton). She finds that today's 
woman writer continues to have much in 
common with them. 


Women writers, according to Scon 


Manley, have always had to give top pri- 
orities to their household chores. The let- 
ters of the Bronte sisters, she points out, 
are filled with such comments as, "We 
must stop and peel some potatoes now." 


Men, on the other hand, Mrs. Manley 


notes, generally had the assistance of 
their wives, who took care of their com- 
fort at home, as well as their,manu- 
scripts. The wife, she explains, would of- 
ten type tho manuscript and then deliver 
it to her husband's publisher. 


MANY OP T1IE EARLY women 


writers were quite "domesticated crea- 
tures," according to Seen Manley. "They 
had large, often enormous families and 
Interestingly enough were" terribly well- 
adjusted." 


In her view, being a wife and a mother 


gives a woman more structure and con- 
tinuity In her life. Running a home, she 
believes, Is a "mollifying and comfort- 
ing" thing for women writers to do. 


"When you drop the writing and do 


even the most routine household chores, 
it takes you very much from the inside to 
the outside world," she sayd. "This is 
very good for creativity," she adds. ' 


A number of early women 'writers, 


Mrs. Manley observes were under the in- 
fluence of "Irascible" fathers during 
their growing-up years. 


"We would cot have had the really 


great flowering of such women novelists 
JM George Eliot and the Brontes," she 
maintain*, "without the repression of 
these Victorian Papas."

"I went to bed one night after we 


opened here in the old bank building and 
thought to myself, what could I do with 
the upstairs?" said Barbara Bowen, own- 
er. (If she's not working on the floor, you 
can often find her holed up in the one- 
time vault, her office.) 


"There are so many good artists resid- 


ing in the area who really don't have an 
outlet to display their work," she contin- 
ued, "so I thought, why not turn the up- 
stairs into an art gallery?" 


Two main rooms are ready now. Two 


smaller ones will open soon. "Eventually 
I would even like to offer art classes," 
she said. 


Mrs. Bowen looks upon the Left Bank 


Gallery as a community service. She is 
not interested in commissions but rather 
providing a place for local residents to 
express their talent. 


"I THINK WE need more things like 


this around Palatine," she said, "to up- 
grade people's interests and provide a 
little culture. There is too much of this 
nifty gifty stuff already." 


To keep the "nifty gifty" items out of 


the gallery, Mrs. Bowen has created a 
board to jury all art work before it is 
accepted.

Only 
damage to public buildings and property 
In the village qualified for aid. 


"Wo put in for a total of $217,841 In 


disaster relief, and 08 per cent of that 
was declared eligible," Willis said. • 


He estimated It might take four to five 


weeks for final approval of the disaster 
grant. 


The application will be routed from 


Elmhurst to Springfield, to Chicago and 
then on to Washington, he said. Willis 
added that the length of time for approv- 
al In Washington was estimated at two 
weeks but could toko longer. 


THE LARGEST item on the village's 


application was $176,320 for damage to 
the pumps and controls at the sanitary 
lift station at Ridge Avenue and Elk 
Grove Boulevard. 


Tho Elk Grove Village Public Library 


on Kennedy Boulevard also was declared 
eligible to recover $25,000 in damages 
from the storm. 


Governmental representatives said the 


village could only be reimbursed the cost 
to restore property to its condition before 
the flood and not the property's original 
value. 


Private individuals and business In the 


village have been able to obtain financial 
relief from the flood from loans from the 
federal Small Business Administration. 
Both Cook and DuPage counties were de- 
clared disaster areas by the SBA to en- 
ablo property owners to apply for the 
low-Interest, long-term loans to restore 
or replace property damage not covered 
by insurance. 


The village board of trustees also has 


applied for designation as a flood-prone 
area from the U.S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development. Such a des- 
ignation would give residents an opportu- 
nity to purchase flood Insurance at re- 
duced rates through a special federal 
program. Tho application currently is 
waiting approval by the federal govern- 
ment.

Mayor Teichcrt Hosts Meeting 
Moderate-Cost Housing Need Doubted 


Representatives of 10 Northwest sub- 


urbs expressed doubt Wednesday night 
over the need for a voluntary low and 
moderate-income housing plan for Chi- 
cago's suburbs. 


The meeting was called by Mount 


Prospect Mayor Robert Teichcrt, mem- 
ber of a 12-mnyor steering committee 
that hopes to have a detailed housing 
plan for somo 250 Chicago suburbs in two 
yean. The committee was formed more 
than a year ago under the auspices of the 
Housing Coalition of the Leadership 
Coundl for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities, a private agency. 


"No one was really positive or nega- 


tive," Tcichert said. "I think many may- 
ors wandered if there is a real need to 
expend this much energy on the issue, or 
if we should be involved at all. But they 
all indicated they would not refuse to 
meet and talk again." 


Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Pal- 


atine, Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove VII- 
lage, Hoffman Estates, Hanover Park, 
Streamwood, Park Ridge and Inverness 
were represented at the meeting, mostly 
by mayors. Eighteen communities had 
been invited. The meeting lasted much 
longer than expected, and as a result 
Northwest Municipal League Conference 


that was to follow had to be canceled. 


TEICHERT AND Jack Pahl, a com- 


missioner of the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission (NIPO-who origi- 
nated the idea for the housing program, 
presented possible guidelines that might 
be considered for formulating a plan. 
The guidelines Included population, as- 
sessed valuation, amount of substandard 
housing hi a community and job avail- 
ability. 


"These were just guidelines used to in- 


itiate debate," said Tlcchert. He admit- 
ted the mayors found fault with most of 
them. 


Tcichert stressed that no conclusions 


were reached. "The mayors expressed 
both pros and cons on the housing issue 
and they didn't even agree on the pros 
and cons," be said. "I think the mayors 
were concerned about properly repre- 
senting the temperament of their com- 
munities." 


Several of those at the meeting in- 


dicated they found it "a good vehicle for 
discussion," but reiterated that nothing 
was resolved. 


"I THINK THE consensus of the 


people there Was they are afraid it Is a 
matter of- toning — that 'low-income 


housing will mean a change in zoning," 
said Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland 
Meyer. 


Palatine Mayor Jack Moody said of the 


issue: "I guess It's a question of where it 
goes. "I would discourage it here (Pala- 
tine) because I don't think we need it." 


Charles Zettek, Elk Grove Village 


president, said he appreciated the "op- 
portunity to sit dowfl with other may- 
1 ors and discuss low and moderate in- 


come housing. I think the best way to 
approach low Income housing is on the 
area basis." 


Teichert said he will send mayors all 


Information on the housing Issue gath- 
ered by the steering committee during a 
year of planning. He said he will urge 
offldals to turn it over to their housing, 
commissions and establish such com- 
mlsions If they don't have them now. He 
said he plans to meet with the group 
again after the other subreglonal meet- 
Ings are held by other members of the 
steering committee.

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Buffalo Creek 
Reservoir Plan 
Is Moving Ahead 


by JILL BETTNER 


The Lake County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict Is going ahead with plans to partici- 
pate in the purchase of land for a 143- 
acre reservoir on Buffalo Creek. 


In a meeting Thursday morning in 


Waukegan, the Forest Preserve District 
Board voted unanimously to designate 
land west of Arlington Heights Road and 
south of Checker Road for the major 
flood control project. 


The agency's cooperation in the con* 


struction of the facility hinges on wheth- 
er It is successful in ltd bid for a $1 mil- 
lion grant from the federal department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) to purchase the site. 


"If we don't get the federal funding on 


this project, we just can't go through 
with it," said William Lee, chairman of 
.the Forest Preserve District's land ac- 
quisition committee. 


The $2 million project is a joint effort 


of several area agencies Including Buf- 
falo Grove, Wheeling and the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District (MSD). 


BUFFALO GROVE has appealed to 


the MSD for full funding of the project if 
the Forest Preserve District request is 
turned down. Village Mgr. Dan Larson 
said ho had also contacted John Guillou, 
director of the division of waterways of 
the Illinois Department of Trans- 
portation, about participating In the cost. 
Neither agency has replied. 


The MSD will do the engineering for 


the project, pay about half the construc- 
tion costs and contribute part of the $1.8 
million necessary to acquire the land and 
secure the Cook County land rights. Buf- 
falo Grovo will assume the responsibility 
for maintenance of tho spillway and con- 
trol facilities at the dam. 


Because there la no available land for 


tho planned 700-foot dam and retention 
lake in Cook County, the Lake County 
Forest Preserve District was approached 
about acquiring the site under consid- 


eration. Most of it Is in Lake County. 


Plans are to develop the reservoir site 


into a public park with recreational facil- 
ities. Dick Lanyon, head of the flood con- 
trol section of the MSD, told the Forest 
Preserve Board tho site provides a natu- 
ral spot for both functions. 


"The surrounding lake area will prob- 


ably be Inundated about 5 per cent of the 
time," Lanyon said. "The water should 
drain In about two or three days and be 
very suitable for recreational use." 


LEE SAID THE proposed site is a nat- 


ural valley and integrates well into the 
plans for preserving open space in the 
county. 


The Forest Preserve District board is 


reluctant to participate in the cost of the 
proposed project with public funds be- 
cause the facility will probably not do 
much to help tho flooding problems of 
upstream Lake County residents. 


"The dam will basically help Cook 


County residents," Lanyon'said. "I am 
very confident that there will be no back- 
water upstream," he added. 


Most of the land being considered for 


the reservoir site is presently farm land. 
There Is one farm home in the area and 
another residence north of Checker 
Road. Lanyon said the residence north of 
Checker could be Inundated in a 25-60 
year storm He said plans for the dam 
could be adjusted to solve this problem 
or the homeowner may be asked to 
move. 


Lanyon was questioned by one com- 


missioner who was concerned that poor 
soil conditions would create a swampy 
area such as that which now surrounds 
the Heritage West retention basin In 
Wheeling. 


"Since the land is farm land now, 


there are very few trees, so the site will 
have to be landscaped," Lanyon an- 
swered. There would be no grosskill with 
tho three to five-day inundation," he 
added.

sons to call when they need blood. The 
Jaycees will then contact the Beverly of- 
fice, and they in turn will replace blood 
supplied by hospitals to eligible Wheeling 
residents.

Before giving blood, donors will be in-

Despite two citations- issued by the 


county department of building and zon- 
ing, construction has not been halted on 
the Wedgewood Riding Academy on Mil- 
waukee Aynue just north of the village. '

Watson Will Leave Area 


William Watson thumbed through the 


scrapbook he's kept since he became 
Prospect Heights postmaster In 1954. 


"As Prospect Height] goes so grows 


the post office — that's a quote I used 
many times over the years," smiled the 
white-haired Watson, who served for 18 
yean at the Prospect Heights Post Of- 
fice. 


Watson, almost 65, retired last month. 


A sign In front of his two-story brick 
home at 302 N. Elmhurst Rd. reads 
"SOLO." And he and his wife have pass- 
ports ready for the trip they plan to take 
to Florida and the West Indies before set- 
tling In California. 


The veteran postman likes to remi- 


nisce and can remember when the post 
office was just a collection of boxes In 
the drug store at Camp McDonald and 
Elmhurst roads. He recalls when the 
post office made the move to its own 
building, still at the same corner. And he 
talks about the time In 1058 when the 
mall was first home-delivered. 


"WE HAD SOME problems with the 


switch, but nothing Insurmountable," 
said Watson, whose glasses look as 
though they're about to slip off his nose 
any minute. 


Still laughing, Watson told the story of 


one resident who always demanded he 
get his mall early In the morning, before 
the usual delivery. 


"He used to chase the carrier down the 


street," Watson said. "Once he claimed 
the carrier tried to run over him." 


Watson, now a grand/other, moved to 


Prospect Heights 20 years ago when you 
could look out the window and see cows 
roaming in a nearby farmer's Held. "The 
main shopping area was then downtown 
DCS Plalnes," he said. "Randhurst was 
just another field." 


NOW THE FIELDS have turned into 


subdivisions and half-acre lots have re- 
placed most of the farmhouses. Watson 
likes the change. 


"I'm in favor of continued growth," he 


said. "But I don't think 'old town' Pros- 
pect Heights should be annexed. I hope 
we can now Incorporate. The defeat in 
1058 of the proposal for Prospect Heights 
to become a city was the worst thing that 
ever happened to this area," contends 
Watson, who in the past has been active 
in the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA). 


Watson is excited about the future, but 


he says he'll miss Prospect Heights and 
its residents: "After all they're the 
cream of the crop."

Buffalo Creek 
Reservoir Plan 
Is Moving Ahead 


by JILL BETTNER 


The Lake County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict 1* going ahead with plans to partici- 
pate la the purchase of land for a 143- 
acre reservoir on Buffalo Creek. 


In a meeting Thursday morning In 


Waukegan, the Forest Preserve District 
Board voted unanimously to designate 
land west of Arlington Height* Road and 
south of Checker Road for the major 
flood control project. 


The agency's cooperation in the con- 


struction of the facility hinges on wheth- 
er It Is successful In Its bid for a $1 mil- 
lion grant from the federal department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) 
to purchase the site. 


"If we don't get the federal funding on 


this project, we just can't go through 
with It," said William Leo, chairman of 
Uw Forest Preserve District's land ac- 
quisition committee. 


The |2 million project is a Joint effort 


of several area agencies Including Buf- 
falo Grove, Wheeling and the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District (MSD).' 


BUFFALO GROVE has appealed to 


the MSD for full funding of the project if 
the Forest Preserve District request Is 
turned down. Village Mgr. Dan Larson 
said he had also contacted John Guillou, 
director of the division of waterways of 
the 
Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation, about participating in the cost 
Neither agency has replied. 


The MSD will do the engineering for 


tho project, pay about half the construc- 
tion costs and contribute port of the $1.8 
million necessary to acquire the land and 
secure the Cook County land rights. Buf- 
falo Grove will assume the responsibility 
for maintenance of the spillway and con- 
trol facilities at the dam. 


Because there Is np available land for 


the planned 700-foot dam 'and retention 
lake in Cook County, tho Lake County 
Forest Preserve District was approached 
about acquiring the site under consid- 


eration. Most of it is in Lake County. 


Flans are to develop the reservoir site 


Into a public park with recreational facil- 
ities. Dick Lanyon, head of the flood con- 
trol section of the MSD, told the Forest 
Preserve Board the site provides a natu- 
ral spot for both functions. 


"The surrounding lake area will prob- 


ably be Inundated about 5 per cent of the 
time," Lanyon said. "The water should 
drain in about two or three days and be 
very suitable for recreational use." 


LEE SAID THE proposed site Is a nat- 


ural valley and integrates well Into the 
plans for preserving open space in the. 
county. 


The Forest Preserve District board Is 


reluctant to participate In the cost of the 
proposed project with public funds be- 
cause the facility will probably not do 
much to help tho flooding problems of 
upstream Lake County residents. 


"The .dam will basically .help Cook 


County residents," Lanyon said. "I am 
very confident that there will be naT back- 
water upstream," he added. 


Most of the land being considered for 


the reservoir slto is presently farm land. 
There Is one farm 
1 home In the area and 


another residence north of Checker 
Road. Lanyon said the residence north of 
Checker could bo inundated in a 25-50 
year storm He laid plans for the dam 
could be adjusted to solve this problem 
or the homeowner may be asked to 
move. 


Lanyon was questioned by one com- 


missioner who was concerned that poor 
soil conditions would create a swampy 
area such as that which now surrounds 
the Heritage West retention basin in 
Wheeling. 


"Since the land is farm land now, 


there are very few trees, so the site will 
have to be landscaped," Lanyon an- 
swered. There would be no grassklll with 
the three to five-day inundation," he 
added. 


Will Teachers Accept 
Pay Hike With Strings?

Teachers in High School Dlst. 214 will 


reportedly be asked Wednesday whether 
they will accept a salary offer from tho 
board of education that would provide 
pay increases but also would eliminate 
the fixed salary Index by the 1973-74 
school year. 


Although negotiators for tho board and 


teachers have agreed not to make the 
proposals public, sources within the dis- 
trict Indicate that the board proposal 
would Increase base pay this year from 
$8,300 to 8,600. 


Next year, under the board proposal, 


the base would climb to $8,900, but the 
index providing a fixed ratio between the 
base and the amount paid experienced 


teachers would be eliminated. 


Officials of the Dlst. 214 Education As- 


sociation, bargaining unit for the teach- 
ers, earlier had indicated that the desire 
by the board to eliminate the index was 
. the major sticking point in the salary 


talks. 


ACCORDING TO informed sources, the 


association leaders are presenting the 
board's proposal to the teachers along 
with a "suggested guideline" of $8,650 
base pay this year with provisions to 
keep the index in subsequent years. • 


Under the index system, each step on 


the pay scale is tied to the base by a 
percentage.

Senator Urges Flood Problem Solution 


- State Sen. Karl Berning (R-32nd Dlst) 
said he does not think one major issue is 
at the top of this year's campaign. 


However, he added, "Pollution control, 


the drug problem and safety on the 
streets are three which are so high on 
the list there's really no choice. And 
close to those is additional educational 
funding and reform of the property tax 
system." 


In light of recent flooding, which has 


plagued northern Illinois, Berning recom- 
mends legislation geared to alleviating 
tho problem• " 
• •

, Such legislation, the senator said, 
would require flood run-off retention ba- 
sins to temporarily hold flood waters. He 
also suggested some subterranean or cis- 
tern type of rain water retentlon.beneath 
large-scale developments like parking 
lots, shopping centers and industrial de- 
velopments. 
. 


"I'd support .state help in funding to 


put In such things in existing parking lots 
because the public, will benefit from this 
thing," Berning said. 
' 


ALSO IN THE area of flood control 


and ecology Berning recommends dredg- 
ing the Des Plaines River to allow more 
rapid flow of flood waters, cleaner water 
and enhanced recreational use." 
' ^ 


"Water quality improvement of the 


Chaln-0-Lakes and Fox River through 
channel and rive bank Improvement, 
weed control and pollution discharge eli- 


mination is needed," he says. 


Sen. Berning, the incumbent candidate, 


was treasurer of, Lake County from 1962- 
68.'He was elected'West Deerfield town- 
ship supervisor in 1953, 1957 and 1961. 
WJvlle in his second term of off ice on the 
Lake- County: Board of Supervisors he 
was elected chairman. 


In I960, Berning said, "We acquired 


.the first Lake County Forest Preserve 
site." 


Now, he added, "We probably are con- 


siderably under what we ought to have in 
recreational areas'according to the pre- 
sent and future populations. Also, much 
of the low land in flood plain areas is 
overbuilt and .we should buy up that land 
to-alleviate flooding. New parking lots 
and pavement don't allow for proper 
soaking." 


CONCERNING RECENT ethics legis- 


lation in Illinois Berning said, "The'eth- 
ics legislation is only a step. It's actually 
disclosure legislation." 
. He .questioned what other types of re- 
quirements can produce effective con- 
trols in keeping political office-holders 
honest.

. "We can't legislate morality. It is diffi- 
cult to define and set up regulations that 
can be enforced."

"There's serious question about the ne- 


cessity of requiring school board or.zon- 
ing board members to make disclosures - 
when they appear only on the periphery 


of people's lives, but they do spend mon- 
ey. 
• "A member of a zoning board of ap- 
peals, for example, can so influence the 
value of .a petitioner's property that it 
would be easy to suspect they could be 
approached and'influenced. 


"I haven't yet been able to determine 


how we can write new legislation or 
amend what we have now to give insight 
into one's way of life." 


Berning said if the present ethics laws 


are not effective he will initiate a re- 
quirement to disclose campaign contribu- 
tions and expenditures of candidates for 
public office. 


ON MASS transportation Berning said, 


"We wffl have to accept the fact that the 
area of transportation will have to be 
supported and subsidized. There ought to 
be some authority for local governments 
to use motor fuel tax funds (MFT) if (the 
funds) is in their benefit, not unlimited 
diversion of MFT but they are for public 
transportation." 


Although MFT monies are slated for 


repaying city streets and building park- 
ing lots "this doesn't preempt the need 
and requirement for mass transit lines," 
Berning said. 


"We desperately aeed now some high 


speed mass transportation system. We 
must think toward the future of some 
.Chicago to' Milwaukee high speed trans- 
portation."

hands and preserved as open space. 


"I feel very strongly that these areas 


should be developed as park rather than 
residential or commercial uses," he said. 


According to Daley, the 23-acre site ad- 


jacent to the landfill was recommended 
for inclusion in the referendum because ' 
it was the only tract of land in the park 
district master plan for. purchase.

"ALL 
THE OTHER areas planned for 


future parks are planned as dedicated 
area," said .-Daley., "We can't do 'any- 
thing about-land planned for dedication, 
except wait for a developer to give it to • 
thedistrlct." 
Park district plans -for the 23-acre area 


Include a lake, and marina. Daley says 
he sees the. area as a large .park for Ar- 
lington Heights'residents'only,, with a sti- 
cker needed;for entrance to it. • 


Eventually the land .could be combined 


with the existing-landfill to form a uni- 
fied recreation area. 
• Both Thornton and Daley said if the 
village had wanted to use the Buffalo 
Creek land for landfill, the park district 
would have put off its plans to acquire 
the site. 
. "If the village wants the land for land- 
fill or anything else, it should have first 
chance.-But we just want to make sure 
that either the village or park district 
gets it, not some Industry," Daley said. x

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Advantages 'Outweigh Residential Use9 
Commercial Highway Use 
Should Continue: Planner 


The m-mlle stretch of Northwest 


Highway between Hicks and Quenlln 
roads in Palatine has become increas- 
ingly commercial. And If a land planning 
consultant has anything to say about It, 
that trend will continue. 


Wilton L. Battles, director of the urban 


planning division of Rolf C. Campbell 
and Associates Inc., Lake Bluff, has rec- 
ommended that "specialized commercial 
uses be encouraged to develop and lo- 
cate" along the highway. 


"The advantages of encouraging good- 


quality specialized commercial uses 
along Northwest Highway far outweigh 
the residential alternative," he stated. 


Battles' recommendations aro contin- 


ued in a four-page study of Northwest 
Highway that he conducted at the 
request of the Palatine Plan Commis- 
sion. The plan commission Is expected to 
discuss the report at its next meeting, 
Nov. 14. 


THE BATTLES study was prompted 


by the plan commission after it had re- 
ceived requests in the lost several weeks 
to rczono property along the highway for 
commercial use and wanted a profes- 
sional planner's opinion of what direction 
construction on the highway should take. 


Some 41 per cent of highway frontage 


between Hicks and Quentln is now va- 
cant About two-thirds of the Northwest 
Highway stretch between those two 
streets Is In the Village of Palatine and 


the remainder in unincorporated Pala- 
tine Township. 


Battles Indicated that ultimate devel- 


opment of what is currently vacant land 
will require the Installation of traffic sig- 
nals. Frontage roads are "a possibility," 
particularly on the south side of the high- 
way, he said, "but are not practical in 
terms of cost and probably loss of aes- 
thetics with blacktop." 


Battles noted that 26 per -cent of the 


frontage property currently is residen- 
tial, and 20 per cent coramerical, (in ad- 
dition to the 41 per cent vacant, 11 per 
cent public and semi-public and 2 per 
cent Industrial or office), but never- 
theless recommended that future devel- 
opment be commercial. 


RESIDENTIAL DEVELOPMENT would 


involvchlgh density multi-family com- 
plexes, in order to be financially worth- 
while, but that alternative "will create 
problems of compatibility." 


In addition, Battles stated, developers 


would encounter difficulty renting units 
on the highway because of noise and 
traffic factors and inadequate "open 
space and amenities." 


He recommended the village continue 


the trend toward commercial devel- 
opment because: 


—When well planned, commercial de- 


velopments "can enhance rather than de- 
stroy the overall character and aesthetic 
quality of a road.

Multi-Age Classes Let Kids Go Fast... Or Slow

"Nothing Is as unequal as (he 
equal treatment of unequal!."

Try to imagine more than 30 students 


of three different ages In one classroom 
all doing something different. 


This is the situation in eight multi-age 


classes at Virginia Lake School In Pala- 
tine this year.- 


Entering a multi-age classroom, a per- 


son might discover students sitting on 
the floor constructing a teepee to go with 
their social studies project on Indians .. 
. students off In a corner splattering 
paint on an easel... In another corner 
students sitting quietly writing in a work- 
book ... students scattered around the 
science table to see how a pregnant 
mouse is progressing ... students work- 
Ing by themselves at desks scattered 
along the wall, and the teacher working 
with a handful of students on reading. 


Utter chaos Is the first impression. Af- 


ter getting oriented though, It becomes 
apparent everyone is busy working on 


something and there is little nonsense go- 
Ing on. 


CHILDREN ARE talking, but most of 


it is constructive as older children help 
younger ones, or vice a versa, and chil- 
dren work together in small groups. 


The decision to drop the concept of 


grouping children by age In first through 
sixth grades and create pilot multi-age 
classes was made last fall 


Children ranging in age from 6 to 8, 


who would traditionally be in first, sec- 
ond or third grades have been placed in 
a primary multi-age class and 9 through 
11 year-old children have been placed in 
intermediate multi-age classes. 


Multi-age classes are aimed at reach- 


ing the total child in all anas and facil- 
itating individualized learning. 


"The main purpose is to let kids go as, 


fast as they can, or as slow as is neces- 
sary," Richard Schmidt, principal ex- 
plained. 


Student reaction to the multi-age 


classes has been very favorable and 
most students seem to be enjoying school 


more. 


"You get to meet more people, but I 


don't like the idea of not having my own 
desk," said Lisa Kolinski, 7, who was 
working with 6 and 8-year-olds in a work- 
book. 


"I like working Individually. I don't 


like the idea of teachers telling me to do • 
this and to do that," said Amy Knode, 0. 


Being the youngest student in the class 


poses no problem, according to Morla 
Yanan, 9. She says some of the older 
children even come to her for help. 


"I LIKE THE older kids better. The 


younger kids are too small and get into 
mischief," said Cindy Bugden, 7. 


"It's fun because you get to make a lot 


of friends," said David Liataud, 6. 


It is difficult to pick out the younger 


students from the older students. They 
all work together and some are also 
working on the same level in flexible and 
changing groups. 


Insttad of the teacher planning the day, 


the students plan their own day. In the 
primary multi-age groups the students 


are given a sheet each day with stars 
next to the things they are expected to 
do, and space to fill in other projects 
they complete during the day. They 
move from the language center to math 
center, to the science art center, to the 
reading center at their own pace, and hi 
the order they want 


After completing a project the students 


file their papers' and the next morning 
they are returned in their mailbox cor- 
rected. 


In the intermediate multi-age classes 


the students sign monthly contracts. In 
the contract they tell the teacher what 
they plan to accomplish during the 
month and plan out the work they will do 
during the month. 


THE CONTRACTS must be signed by 


the teacher,'as well as the student, to 
make sure no one Is trying to slough off. 


Grading is on, an honor basis in the 


intermediate classes, with the students 
correcting thelr.own assignments and fil- 
Ing them in their "important paper file." 


A self-competitive spirit is created 


through this type of planning, explained 
a teacher. 


Because there are so many activities 


going on at one time, the students learn 
to turn to each other for help rather than 
running to the teacher or teacher aide 
with every problem. 


Very seldom'does-the teacher meet 


with the entire class as a group. But the 


teacher does meet with each student in- 
dividually, everyday. 


Pre and post tests are given before 


students move on to new skills to make 
sure they are ready. 


Grading is not done by comparing stu- 


dents with the national norm for his age, 
but rather on an individual basis based 
on the student's potential.

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Study Shows 'Bridge* Short On Funds, Long On Success

The Bridge is short on funds and long 


on success, according to a recent Inde- 


• pendent evaluation or the youth services 


bureau after Us first full year of oper- 
ation. 


"It Is clear that The Bridge has com- 


pleted Its first year with an outstanding 
record of accomplishment for such a 
modest (In both staff and budget) ef- 
fort," the report stated. Prepared by 
Chicago-based Social Research, Inc., the 
evaluation was required by provisions of 
an Illinois Law Enforcement Commission 
(ILEC) grant, which has helped fund The 
Bridge during Its first two yean. 


An ILEC grant In im got The Bridge 


started, with its central aim at pre- 
venting and controlling juvenile delin- 
quency. For this year's budget, the grant 
was cut to 123,591 in a planned effort to 
force local takeover of the agency. And 
by April 1,1979, the grant will be stopped 
completely. 


To ford the gap in ILEC funding cuts, 


the Palatine Township Board of Auditors 
approved a major Increase In'lts share of 
the budget for the youth program this 
year. But with the ILEC funding cutoff 
approaching next year, The Bridge will 
have to make > up the current $23,591 
grant money through some other means.. 
The township is 'already spending a large 
share of Its total budget to 'support The 
Bridge, and the • committee members 


running ttwagency are determined to 
keep it open.

Operation-of the youth bureau Is han- 


dled primarily by the Palatine-Township 
Youth Committee (PTYC), whose sole 
project is running The- Bridge. 'With the 
recent controversy surrounding the pos- 
sible abolition of Palatine. Township gov- 
ernment, budget prospects may be even 
bleaker it township funding is no longer 
available In the future. 


• FOR THE FIRST year of operation, 
when the largest ILEC 'grant was ap- 
proved, Palatine Township paid only for 
half of the director's salary as its share 
of the operation.'This year,'the township

Federally Sponsored Flood 
Program Gets Cold Reception 


A federally sponsored flood Insurance 


program which provides coverage for 
homeowners and businesses within ap- 
proved communities has met with a cold 
reception from those it is designed to 
protect, a local Insurance agent said yes- 
terday. 


Mcivin Dahl, the area representative 


for State Form Insurance, the company 
underwriting the program hi Illinois, said 
he has received "only three or four" in- 
quiries Into.the program, while only one 
policy has actually been sold. 


A spokesman for State Farm's corpo- 


rate offices In Bloomington, HI. said yes- 
terday that about 120 policies are in 
force in Arlington Heights and Palatine. 


Dahl explained one of the probable rea- 


sons for lack of interest in the program 
is the $200 deductible clause to the pol- 
icy. He said premium rates are also 
high, 30 cents per $100 estimated actual 
value of a home. 


THE INSURANCE IS available to any 


person whose home's estimated value is 
between $17,500 and $31,000, although'the 
maximum coverage allowed Is $17,500. If 
. an individual wishes to insure his .home 
for the maximum $17,500 rate, annual 
premiums would amount to 152.50, he 
said. 


There is also a plan which covers con- 


tents of the home up to $5,000, be said. 
Premiums for the coverage are calcu- 
lated at 40 cents per $100. 


"If a person were to take out the max- 


imum coverage, It would mean he would 
be paying $72.50 a year," Dahl said. He 
said that would-amount to "a small for- 
tune" for most people over an extended 
period of time. And although there are 
plans available with lesser coverage at a 
proportionally reduced cost, Dahl said 
the minimum $200 deductible clause ap- 
plies to all policies. 


According to Dahl, that would mean, 


for example, that a person who suffers 
$500 in damage to his home and belong- 
ings due to a flood could only receive 
$100 on 'the policy, since $400 ($200 for 
each aspect of the coverage) would be 
subtracted as the owner's deductible ex- 
pense. 


HE ALSO SAID the policies give no 


payment for damage caused by sewer 
backups or for damage if it was the only 
property in a neighborhood to incur loss- 
es as a result of heavy rains. 


"If your house is damaged by flooding, 


it would probably be easier to apply for 
relief funds from the Small Business Ad- 
ministration (SBA)," Dahl commented. 


However, he added he thought the pro- 


gram, instituted in August, 1971, was "a 
worthwhile thing, but a person doesn't 
really need the maximum coverage." He 
said the plan "could provide good protec- 
tion in some cases." 


Before individuals may apply for cov- 


erage, the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development must recognize their 
communities as qualified areas. Arling- 
ton Heights and Palatine have already 
qualified under the program. Rolling 
Meadows is considering applying for 
qualification. 


Government offices received a number 


of requests for qualification in the pro- 
gram from suburban Chicago municipal- 
ities following flood-producing rams in 
August and September.

Just for the purpose of pinpointing 


their homes in or out of the township, 
Jung said, "It's unconscienceably impos- 
sible to ask them where they live."

But they 
all indicated they would not refuse to 
meet and talk again." 


Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Pal- 


atine, Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Hoffman Estates, Hanover Park, 
Streamwood, Park Ridge and Inverness 
were represented at the meeting, mostly 
by mayors. Eighteen communities had 


been invited. The meeting lasted much 
longer than expected, and as a result 
Northwest Municipal League Conference 
that was to follow had to be canceled.

Tax Freeze Won't 
* 


Affect This City 


Rolling Meadows will not bo affected 


by a proposed stale-imposed tax freeze, 
Mayor Roland Meyer said yesterday. 


Meyer said the city would not be hurt 


If the plan were put Into effect because 
the city levies no special real estate or 
personal property assessments. 


The proposed freeze on local property 


tax levies was announced Monday by 
Gov. Richard Ogllvdo. Under terms of the 
proposal, the total dollar amounts of tax 
revenue, rather than tax rates, a taxing 
district can receive through real estate 
and personal property taxes would be 
frozen. Amounts woul bo frozen accord- 
ing to levies used to calculate 1973 tax 
bills. 


The plan is scheduled to be discussed 


at a special session of the General As- 
sembly on Nov. 26. 


"I COULD SEE whore the plan would 


be bad for, say, the park district and the 
schools, but maybe that way they would 
learn to live within their budgets," Mey- 
crsald. 


Meyer said some have argued that if 


the freeze is put Into effect, communities 
which had planned to use federal reve- 
nue snaring funds for special projects 
would instead have to use the money to 
"fill the gaps created by the freeze." 


"I don't know if that will happen," 


Meyer said. "I haven't studied the pro- 
posal extensively. I don't know if it's the 
governor's intent to put a limit on the 
amount of money Rolling Meadows can 
spend. 


"Wo do have a tax celling imposed by 


the state," ho said. "Under homo rule, 
which we do not have, some towns have 
been able to superccdo that ceiling" 
Meyer said ho did not think that was a 
good practice. 


"I seem to think sometimes that mu- 


nicipal government is providing services 
it Is not obligated to provide, and contin- 
uing to increase taxes to provide more of 
these services is not right. There has got- 
to bo a limit on how much the taxpayer 
has to spend." 


In addition to the freeze on levies, 


Ogllvle has also proposed an increase in 
state aid to public schools by verbal 
commitment to use the state's federal 
revenue sharing allotment for education.

IF THE teachers vote down the board 


proposal, they still will be working under 
the terms of the 1971-72 contract- which 
contains a no-strike, no-picket clause. 
Chicrico said earlier that he expected the 
two sides to return to the bargaining 
table if the proposal is voted down. 


The board and association have been 


negotiating since last winter, but broke 
off negotiations in May when their dis- 
pute was submitted to a professional 
fact-finder from the American Arbi- 
tration Association. 


Two weeks ago the two sides resumed 


bargaining after the fact-finder sub- 
mitted a report containing a recommend- 
ed settlement, which has not been made 
public. 


The 1971-72 teachers contract provides

Area Officials Doubt Need

Representatives of 10 Northwest sub- 


urbs expressed doubt Wednesday night 
over the need for a voluntary low and 
moderate-income housing plan for Chi- 
cago's suburbs. 


Tho meeting was called by Mount 


Prospect Mayor Robert Teichcrt, mem- 
ber of a 12-moyor steering committee 
that hopes to have a detailed housing 
plan for some 230 Chicago suburbs in two 
years. The committee was formed more 
than a year ago under the auspices of the 
Housing Coalition of the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities, a private agency. 


"No one was really positive or nega- 


tive," Teichcrt said. "I think many may- 
ors wondered if there Is a real need to 
expend this much energy on the Issue, or 
if wo should be Involved at all. But they 
all Indicated they would not refuse to 
meet and talk again." 


Arlington Hclghts/Buffalo Grovo, Pal- 


atine, Rolling Meadows, Elk Grovo VII- 
lage, Hoffman Estates, Hanover Park, 
Strcamwood, Park Ridge and Inverness 
were represented at the meeting, mostly 
by mayors. Eighteen communities had 
been Invited. Tho meeting lasted much 
longer than expected, and as a result 
Northwest Municipal League Conference 


that was to follow had to be canceled. 


TEICHERT AND Jack Pahl, a com-

Teachers in High School Dlst. 214 will 


reportedly be asked Wednesday whether 
they will -accept a salary offer from the 
board of education that would provide 
pay Increases but also would eliminate 
the fixed salary index by the 1073-74 
school year. 


Although negotiators for the board and 


teachers have agreed not to make the 
proposals public, sources within the dis- 
trict indicate that the board proposal 
would increase base pay this year from 
$8.300 to 8,600. 


Next year, under the board proposal, 


tho baso would climb to $8,000, but the 
Index providing a fixed ratio between tho 
base and tho amount paid experienced 
teachers would bo eliminated.

The teachers are being asekd to vote 


on tho board proposal because the nego- 
tiations procedure being followed by the 
two sides requires a vote at this time. 
The vote originally was scheduled for to- 
day but was postponed, according to as- 
sociation negotiator Richard Chlerlco, hi 
order to give the leaders more time to 
explain the proposals to the members. 


IF THE teachers vote down the board 


proposal, they still will be working under 
tho terms of the 1071-72 contract which 
contains a no-strike, no-picket clause. 
Chlerlco said earlier that he expected the 


two sides to return to the bargaining 
table if the proposal is voted down. 


The board and association have been 


negotiating since last whiter, but broke 
off negotiations in May when their dis- 
pute was submitted to a professional 
fact-finder from the American Arbi- 
tration Association. 


Two weeks ago the two sides resumed 


bargaining after the fact-finder sub- 
mitted a report containing a recommend- 
ed settlement, which has not been made 
public. 


The 1071-72 teachers contract provides

William Rose, Democratic candidate 


for state senator from the 3rd District, 
said yesterday ho thinks some sort of 
subsidized housing program should be at- 
tempted In the suburbs. 


Rose admitted there were no easy an- 


swers to the problems that .subsidized 
housing raised. He also said that he is 
not sure whether subsidized housing is a 
good idea. But, "In fairness to all citi- 
zens, we should glvo It a whirl," he said. 


Rose outlined his position on subsidized 


housing, and several other issues during 
a speech yesterday at the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Rotary Club meeting. 


Rose opened his speech by saying he 


had not sought tho nomination. Repre- 
sentatives from the Democratic party 
asked him three times before he agreed 
to run for state senator. 


Ho then launched a verbal attack on 


the administration of Gov. Richard 
Ogilvlc. 


"THE PRESENT STATE ndmlnls- 


tratlon Is a Rip van Winkle adminis- 
tration," said Rose. "It has been asleep 
for 314 years and Is now awakening to 
make election promises." 


Rose charged that Ogllvlo was elected 


after promising no state Income tax, 
"belt-tightening" In the state budget, and 
Increased school aid; promises which, 
Rose said, were not kept. 


"The present administration Is woeful- 


ly Indifferent to tho needs of the citi- 
zens," said Rose. 


Outlining his position on several Issues, 


Rose said ho favors: abolition of all hand 
gun sales. Rose sold rifles and shotguns 
should be sold for the benefit of sports- 
men, but handguns, "are only for kill- 
ing." 


Rose said he would favor confiscating 


all handguns, but ho did not think such 
an action would be constitutional.

Mount Prospect's leaf pickup program, 


once thought dead, now appears to be 
ready to begin again, although at a much 
slower pace. 


According to village officials

streets will be cleaned of leaves and if 
some of those leaves happen to bo from 
residents' yards they will sweep them up 
too. However, these same village offi- 
cials prefer that residents bag their 
leaves and leave them for pickup by the 
scavenger service. 


Last March, during village budget 


hearings, village trustees decided to drop 
the annual program because the'villago 
could not afford to buy needed equipment 
or hire additional manpower. 


Mayor Robert D. Telchert yesterday 


said, "tho leaf pickup program was 
killed In view of the fact that we were 
not going to expend funds for new equlp- 
nymt and mere men. Tho decision was 
not to expand the program." • 


TEICHERT SAID that It was true that 


the village board members expressed a 
desire to have residents rake their leaves 
and bag then for the scavenger service. 


However, there is some question as to 


whether the village's contract with Bar- 
rington Trucking for scavenger service 
covers leaf pickup. Telchert thinks it 
docs: "I don't think they can strat seg- 
regating garbage." 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley is not as 


sure as to whether leaves are covered in 
the contract, but he agrees with Telchert 
when he said, "They're (Barrington) not 
going to open up bags to see what's in 
them." 


Eppley said that because the village 


doesn't nave the equipment and men nec- 
essary to maintain the program at prior 
levels, there will be "too announcement of 
routes and the work will go much slower. 
Another added burden is the New Town 
section which was annexed after last 
year's leaf pickup program. 
. 


The primary Intent behind the leaf 


pickup program is safety. Removal of 
the leaves from the streets makes the 
streets less slick In wet weather. It also, 
prevents leaves from accumulating in 
large piles which are an attraction for 
children.

Legal Action Is Initiated 
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Seek To Lower Assessed Valuation 


Legal action to lower real estate taxes 


of flood victims hi Prospect Heights has 
been initiated: by the .McDonald Creek 
Improvement Committee. 


About 10 members of the committee 


have agreed to hire Bob Karton, attorney 
.with Kreger and Karton,' to petition the 
Cook County Board of Appeals to lower 
the assessed valuation on their property. 
They plan to base their case on evidence 
that the market value of their home has 
decreased because'of the flood problems 
in the area. 
.. "Weican be a good deal more effective 
if we file our petitions as a group," said 


Jack Gilligan, chairman of the com- 
mittee, which Is now an official arm of 
the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation (PfflA). 
, , • 


To.petition, residents must fill out a 


form listing tax data, including cost of 
the house, improvements, and an esti- 
mate of fair market value. Gilligan said 
anyone interested in joining the legal ac- 
tion can contact him. Deadline for filing 
the petitions is Tuesday. 
' 


"We called the county last week and 


they said the deadline was not for several 
weeks," Gilllgan said. "Now they tell us 
•It's next week.", Gilligan said residents 


would have to turn in their forms to him 
by Sunday night. 


BESIDES THE FORMS, a resident 


must pay.25 per cent of their total tax 
savings to the attorney if he is success- 
ful. If he is not, the cost is nothing. Kar- 
ton said residents must turn In $50 with 
their forms to insure that his fee will be 
paid if he wins the case. The money will 
be held in escrow and returned if Karton 
is not successful. 


"I think I can conceivably reduce your 


assessed ,valuatlon by 50 per cent. That 
would be a savings of about $500 in 
taxes," Karton told committee members. 
He said the lower valuation would stay in 


effect until the next quadrennial assess- 
ment. 
He pointed out that residents can go to 


the Cook .County assessor's office and 
request a reduction in valuation. How- . 
ever, if the assessor agrees, the reduc-' 
tlon is good for only one year, Karton 
said. 
Karton explained that once the petition 


Is filed, the board of appeals will set a 
date for a public hearing. At the hearing, 
an appraiser hired by the group will tes- 
tify to the market value of the homes,- 
Karton said. He said it is also "advis- 
able" that the individual residents ap- 
pear hi court. He said it might be pos- 
sible to get a bearing before Nov. 7.

The recommended items are a $1.23

The 
total amount also Includes $138,000 for 
architect and legal fees and $290,000 as a 
contingency fee.

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Woods Favors Property Tax 
Freeze, >But Not For Revenue 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. John 


Woods said yesterday he favors a freeze 
on the property tax rate. But a freeze on 
tax revenue proposed by Gov. Richard 
Ogilyle would have to make provisions 
for future expenses caused by land an- 
nexation. 


"There is a strong demand for some 


relief in the real property tax," Woods 
said adding that one means of assisting 
taxpayers would be to correct alleged ir- 
regularities in the county assessor's of- 
fice. 


Ogilvie's plan to freeze property tax 


revenues will be debated in the state leg* 
islature during a special session Nov. 26. / 


The Ogilvie proposal would be based 


on levies used to calculate 1973 tax bills. 


WOODS SAID that since the bulk of the 


real estate property tax is used to fi- 


nance education, any meaningful reduc- 
tion hi property taxes depends on al- 
ternative funding for schools. 
"I would also be concerned about the 


park system," Woods said. "We tend to 
overlook that, despite the fact that 
schools account for 75 per cent of _ the 
property tax bill, they get around 40 per 
cent of their money from federal and 
state funding. But the park district 
doesn't get federal or state money to pay 
its operating expenses." 


The Village of Arlington Heights gets 8 


per cent of the property tax money col- 
lected here. 


Included in the governor's proposal is 


an increase in state aid to public schools 
by committing the state's federal reve- 
nue sharing money, $92 million this year 
and $103 million in 1973, to the schools.

A federally sponsored flood InsuranceV 


program which provides coverage for 
homeowners and businesses within ap- 
proved communities has met with a cold 
reception from those it Is designed to 
protect, a local Insurance agent said yes- 
terday. 


Mclvln Dnhl, the area representative 


for State Farm Insurance, the company 
underwriting the program in Illinois, said 
he has received "only three or four" in- 
quiries into the program, while only one 
policy has actually been sold. 


A spokesman for Slate Farm's corpo- 


rate offices In Bloomlngton, 111. said yes- 
terday that about 120 policies are In 
force In Arlington Heights and Palatine. 


Dahl explained one of the probable rea- 


sons for tack of interest In the program 
is the $200 deductible clause in the pol- 
icy. He said premium rates are also 
high, 30 cents per $100 estimated actual 
value of a home. 


THE INSURANCE IS available to any 


person whose home's estimated value is 
between $17,500 and $31,000, although the 
maximum coverage allowed Is $17,500. If 
an Individual wishes to Insure his homo 
for the maximum $17,800 rate, annual 
premiums would amount to $52.50, ho 
said. 


There Is also a plan which covers con- 


tents of tho home up to $5,000, he said. 
Premiums for the coverage are calcu- 
lated at 40 cents per $100. 


"If a person were to take out the max* 


Imum coverage, it would mean he would 
be paying $72.50 a year," Dahl said. He 
said that would amount to "a small for- 
tune" for most people over an extended 
period of time. And although there are 
plans available with lesser coverage at a 
proportionally reduced cost, Dahl said 
the minimum $200 deductible clause ap- 
plies to all policies. 


According to Dahl, that would mean, 


for example, that a person who suffers 
$500 in damage to his home and belong- 


ings due to a flood could only receive 
$100 on the policy, since $400 ($200 for 
each aspect of the coverage) would be 
subtracted as the owner's deductible ex- 
pense. 


HE ALSO SAID the policies give no 


payment for damage caused by sewer 
backups or for damage if it was the only 
property in a neighborhood to Incur loss- 
es as a result of heavy rains. 


"If your house is damaged by flooding, 


it would probably be easier to apply for 
relief funds from the Small Business Ad- 
ministration (SBA)," Dahl commented. 


However, he added he thought the pro- 


gram, instituted hi August, 1971, was "a 
worthwhile thing, but a person doesn't 
really need the maximum coverage." He 
said the plan "could provide good protec- 
tion in some cases." 


Before individuals may apply for cov- 


erage, the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development must recognize their

New Social Studies Curriculum 
Class Stresses Discussion 


by KATHER1NE BOYCE 


The situation is this: the government 


plans to destroy a portion of the local 
nature center, to build on airport What 
Is your reaction? 


As expected some fifth graders' In the 


social studies class at North Elementary 
School were against the airport and 
some were in favor of it The situation, a 
hypothetical conflict used to promote 
classroom discussion, is part of a new 
social studies curriculum at Des Plaines 
Elementary School Dlst 62. The pro- 
gram has had a successful start In tho 
fifth grade class at North School, accord- 
ing to teacher James Thome. 


Tho new curriculum encourages teach- 


ers to use tho "Inquiry approach" to 
teaching social studies. Instead of memo- 
rizing a combination of facts the student 
reads from his textbook, he learns social 
studies concepts through oral class dis- 
cussion and Independent research in ad- 
dition to reading from the textbook. 


Fifth graders at North School have ac- 


cepted the new approach to social studies 
with enthusiasm, sold Thome. "This is 
the first time I've taught social studies 
without getting a negative reaction from 
students," he said. 


THE "INQUIRY approach" Is the 


technique behind the classroom dis- 
cussion on the airport Some reasons giv- 
en by students for their opposition to tho 
airport were the conservation of plants 
and animals in the nature center, noise 
and pollution, as opposed to the need for 
more jobs and more business for the 
community. 


Thome asked tho anti-airport students 


what they would do as adults to stop con- 
struction of the airport As the discussion 
went on the students discovered the fun- 
damentals of politics, the media, ecology 
and economics. 


Most of tho students immediately said 


they should write to Washinvton'D. C. 
But where: To the house of representa- 
tives? To tho senate — all 100 members? 
It would be more effective to write to 
their local congressman In Washington, 
they decided, and added their letters 
should include good reasons for opposing 
the airport if they were going to be no- 
ticed. 


Some other ways of making their 


voices heard Included circulating peti- 
tions to send to the congressman, or or- 
ganizing a letter-writing campaign so the 
legislator would be deluged with com* 
plaints from his voters. 


Put an ad on TV!, said one fifth gra- 


der. 


DO YOU KNOW bow much that costs? 


said Thome. The students decided they 
would have to organize a group to con- 
tribute money for the ad. Hey that's poli- 
tics! 


Thome reminded the anti-airport stu- 


dents they would have.some competition 
in tho media from those studens In favor 
of the airport.' More Important, said 
Thome, each side will try to influence 
the congressman and the congressman 
has to weigh the pros and cons of each. 


How many of you know what a lobby- 


ist is? said Thome. A few bonds went up. 
A lobbyist is a man who lives in "Wash- 
ington D. C. and his Job Is to talk to 
congressmen to convince them of his em- 
ployer's viewpoint. The problem is, said 
Thome, each side of the struggle can 
hire a lobbyist if they have a good organ- 
ization. 


Thome gave the class an assignment, 


to read the section in the textbook en- 
titled "Making Your Voice Heard" and 
answer a list of questions on the methods 
of exercising your rights as a citizen in a 
democracy, a lobbyist and organizations 
that use lobbyists, the numerical repre- 
sentation of Congress and constitutional 


requirements placed on congressmen, 
their local representatives Ind political 
party, and the function of a petition. 


THE; NEW PROGRAM U a conceptual 


approach to teaching social studies, said 
Thome. The students learn ideas by ex- 
periencing them In class discussions. In- 
stead of learning a fact and applying it 
at a later date, the student is placed in a 
situation where he must think about the 
concepts involved. The student's learning 
experience is reinforced by factual mate- 
rial gained through Individual study, said 
Thome. 


The new curriculum includes many dif- 


ferent subject areas, said Thome, such 
as economics, history, geography, politi- 
cal science and anthropology. 


Parental reaction to the new program 


has been mixed, said Thome. Some par- 
ents are concerned that they are not 
learning the capitals and important fea-

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Will Teachers Approve Pay Increase 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Teachers in High School Dlst. 214 win 


, reportedly be asked Wednesday whether 
they will accept a salary offer from the 
board of education that would provide 
pay increases but also would eliminate 
the fixed salary index by the 1973-74 
school year. 


Although negotiators for the board and 


teachers have agreed not to make the 
proposals public, sources within the dis- 
trict Indicate that the board proposal 
would increase base pay this year from 
$8,300 to 8,600. 


Next year, under the board proposal, 


the base would climb to $8,900, but the 
index providing a fixed ratio between the 
base and the amount paid experienced 
teachers would be eliminated. 


Officials of the Dist 214 Education As- 


sociation, bargaining unit for the teach- 
ers, earlier had indicated that the desire 
by the board to eliminate the index was 
the major sticking point in the salary 
talks. 
' ACCORDING TO Informed sources, the 
association leaders are presenting the 
board's proposal to the teachers along 
with a "suggested guideline", of $8,650 


_bose pay this year, with provisions to 


keep the index in subsequent years. 


Under the index system, each step on 


the pay scale is tied to the base by a 
percentage. Thus, when the base is raised 
raises move up the scale in increasing 
amounts. 


Board spokesmen have explained that 


the board wants to be free of the fixed 
ratios so that raises for teachers at each 
level of the scale can be negotiated inde- 
pendently.. This might result in large 
raises being given to teachers at one lev- 
el while smaller raises, or no raise at an, 
could be negotiated for another level 


The teachers are being asekd to vote 


on the board proposal because the nego- 
tiations procedure being followed by the 
two sides- requires a vote at this time. 
The vote originally was scheduled for to- 
. day but was postponed, according to as- 
sociation negotiator Richard Chlerico, in 
order to givey the leaders more time to 
explain the proposals to the members. 


IF THE teachers vote down the board 


proposal, they still will be working under 
the terms of the 1971-72 contract which 
contains a no-strike, no-picket clause. 
Chlerico said earlierthat he expected the 
two sides to return to .the bargaining 
table if the proposal is voted down. 


The board and association have been 


negotiating since last winter, but broke 


off negotiations in May when their dis- 
pute was submitted to a professional 
fact-finder from the American Arbi- 
tration Association. 


Two weeks ago the two sides resumed 


bargaining after the fact-finder snb-^ 
milled a report containing a recommend- 
ed settlement, which has not been made" 
public. 


The 1971-72 teachers contract provides 


for the $8,300 base pay and a top pay of 
$18,534. Teachers who were hi the district- 
last year have already received an ap- 
proximate four percent raise because of 
the Index .scale which provides raises for ' 
teachers with each additional year of ex- ' 
perience.

English department, had been a member 
of the school faculty for 10 years until 111 
health forced him to resign shortly be- 
fore his death In January. 


The meeting was called after a par- 


ents' group protested to the board Mon- 
day evening about changes in this year's 
program. 


About 50 parents were at Wednesday's 


meeting. After the meeting the parents, 
upset over the fact that the new program 
will continue, talked of further action, 
but were not certain what steps they 
could take.

the Intramural 'basketball program, 
[stressing participation and Instruction.

. tween Junior high schools within the dis- 
trict would be considered a natural out- 
growth of the Intramural program. 


• BEFORE THE recommendation was 
made, presentations were made by both 
the school administration and the oppos- 
ing parents.

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Moderate-Cost Housing Need Doubted 


< ReprcMoUtives of 10 NorthwMt iub- 
urtas exprened doubt Wednesday night 
over the need for a voluntary low and 
moderate-Income bousing plan for Chi- 
cago'i suburbs. 


The meeting was called by Mount 


Prospect Mayor Robert Telchert, mem- 
bcr of a 13-moyor steering committee 
that hopes to have a detailed housing 
plan for some 250 Chicago suburbs hi two 
years. The committee was formed more 
than a year ago under the auspices of the 
Housing Coalition of the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities, a private agency. 


"No one was really positive or nega- 


tive," Telcbert said. "I think many may- 
ors wondered If there is a real need to 
expend this much energy on the Issue, or 
if we should be Involved at all. But they 
all indicated they would not refuse to 
meet and talk again." 


Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Pal- 


atine, Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Hoffman Estates, Hanover Park, 
Streamwood, Park Ridge and Inverness 
were represented at the meeting, mostly 
by mayors. Eighteen communities had 
been invited. The meeting lasted much 
longer than expected, and as a result 
Northwest Municipal League Conference 
that was to follow bad to bo canceled. 


TEICHERT AND Jack Pahl, a com- 


missioner of the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission (NIPC) who orlgl- 
noted the idea for tho housing program, 
presented possible guidelines that might 
bo considered for formulating a plan.

"These were Just, guidelines used to in- 


itiate debate," said Tlechert He admit- 
ted the mayors found fault with most of 
them. 


Telchert stressed that no conclusions 


were reached. "The mayors expressed 
both pros and cons on the housing issue 
and they didn't even agree on the pros 
and cons," be said. "I think the mayors 
were concerned about properly repre- 
senting the temperament of their com- 
munities." 


Several of those at the meeting in- 


dicated they found it "a good vehicle for 
discussion," but reiterated that nothing 
was resolved. 


"I THINK THE consensus of the 


people there was they are afraid it is a 
matter of zoning — that low-income 
housing will mean a change in zoning," 
said Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland 
Meyer. 


Palatine Mayor Jock Moody said of the 


issue: "I guess it's a question of where it 
,goes. "I would discourage it here (Pala- 
tine) because I don't think we need it." 


Charles Zettek, Elk .Grove Village 


president, said he appreciated the "op- 
portunity to sit down with other may- 
ors and discuss low and moderate in- 
come housing. I think the best way'to 
approach low income housing is on the 
area basis." 


Telchert said he will send mayors all 


information on the bousing issue gath- 
ered by the steering committee during a 
year of planning. He said he will urge 
'officials to turn it over to their housing 
commissions and establish such com- 
mislons if they don't have them now. He 
said he plans to meet with the group 
again after the other subreglonal meet- 
ings are held by other members of the 
steering committee. 


The • steering committee represents 


Cook, Kane, DuPage, Lake,'Will and 
McHenry counties. The idea behind the 
housing program is for suburbs to work 
out a voluntary housing program before 
it Is forced upon them by the courts.

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Sewing A Mark 
Of Creativity

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Industrious 


women, young adults and even some 
men ire giving Christmas gift shopping 
chorea the needle. 
. They're sewing, embroidering and knit- 
ting one of a kind gifts, Including Christ- 
mas tree ornaments. Some very patient 
craft persons among the do-it-yourselfers 
are making needlepoint cards. 


The Christmas overtones of the homo 


sewing boom were evident in New York 
at the Home Sewing Show sponsored by 
the American Home Sewing Council. 


Patterns, Uts and designs for the yule 


season were among specialty items at 
the exhibition for home sewing retailers. 
Also showing were Chinese motif appli- 
ques, including a six-lnch-high dragon 
one embroidered with pink, yellow and 
green thread. 


Plenty of patches and appliques ap- 


pear to be the big order along sewing 
raw. Most of the suppliers to the 44 mil- 
lion Americans who sew at homo feature 
large collections of some. They included 
patches of zodiac signs, butterflies, lips 
with clgarottte, clouds, traffic signs, all 
kinds of fruit and characters from little 
boy and girl land — gingerbread men, 
teddy bears, cartoon characters and fig- 
ures from Mother Goose tales. 


ON HIE ZIPPER front, new ones take 


on a dual role, acting as both decoration 
and closure. The zippers come with 
plaid, striped, loco, embroidered siding. 
If you wish you add any decorative 
trimming for each side. 


On the sewing machine front Berlna of 


Switzerland showed a machine that en- 
ables the sewer to use Just one lever to 
select any of HO stitches — plain, utility 
or decorative. Threading Is done in one 
motion, from the reel to the needle. 


Where homo decorating is concerned, 


home sewers are being encouraged to 
try pillow power, making your own for 
about half the cost of ready made ones. 
Using trims from hundreds available,, 
you just follow special instruction sheets 
available in home sewing departments. 


For the first time, according to one 


manufacturer exhibiting, there is avail- 
able a fusible web of 100 per cent nylon. 
It Is used to fuse any fabric that can be 
steam pressed. Coats and Chirk reports 
it is perfect for fast, easy hems (no 
stitches now on right side), to hold fac- 
ings in place, for applying* trims and ap- 
pliques, 'Interfacings, alterations and 
mending. It can also be used for handi- 
craft projects instead of glue on paper, 
cardboard or wood. 


WHILE WOMEN HAVE always sewn, 


the reasons for sewlng-your ownpthing 
have changed, Hal Cooper said. He is 
board chairman of the. American Home 
Sewing Council. 
/'There was a time when it was an in- 
sult to say to a woman: 'Did you make 
that dress yourself?' But now it is some- 
thing else. 


"To have made It yourself Is a reflec- 


tion of creativity, pride of achievement, 
high fashion and quality." 


According to a recent study by the 


Council, one out of every three women, 
young women and children are wearing 
garments that are home-sewn. 


What It adds up to Is a $4 billion a year 


homo sewing market that is growing. 
Fabric sales come to $2 billion; sewing 
notion sales, $650 million; sewing ma- 
chine sales, $250 million; pattern sales, 
$175,million. The average income of a 
homesewer family is $12,000. All the 
stitching has led to a growth of 20 per 
cent for the home sewing industry over 
the lost several years. In the post five 
years, the industry has doubled its dollar 
volume.
